The number of places of holding Federal courts has increased from 
186 in 1885 to 227 in 1895. This fact accounts in part for the increase 
in expenses. 

* Amounts yet to be paid to be added as appropriations are available for two 
years after the year for which they are made. 
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OKLAHOMA. 

The great and rapidly increasing expenses of the Federal courts 
in Oklahoma occupy much of the time of the Department. The total 
for 1891 was $108,076,855 for 1892, $142,342.77; for 1893, $135,924.33; 
for 1894, with payments to be made during 1896 still to be added, 
$224,105.94; for 1895, with payments to be made in 1896 and 1897 still to 
be added, which will make a large increase over 1894, $172,330.45. All 
the evils of the fee system flourish under the peculiar conditions exist- 
ing in this Territory, and the expenses, which are necessarily large, 
are much increased by the holding of Federal courts in each of its 
twenty-two counties. The Territorial courts sit in each county, but 
it is difficult to see why the Federal courts should be held in more 
than one place in each of the five districts. Nowhere else in the entire 
Union are Federal courts held in every county. 

INDIAN TERRITORY. 

It is too soon fairly to pass judgment on the new system of courts for 
this Territory, which only went into operation March 1, 1895. By the 
act of Congress creating these courts the duty was imposed on the 
marshals of providing proper jails at convenient places, but no appro- 
priation was made for that purpose. In September, 1896, the jurisdic- 
tion of the courts of the eastern district of Texas and the western 
district of Arkansas over Indian Territory entirely ceases, and a large 
increase of business in the courts of the Territory will result. Imme- 
diate appropriation should be made for building at least one sufficient 
jail in each of the three districts. The necessities of the Government 
in this direction can only be supplied by building, because there are no 
prisons of any sort in the Territory. 

It should be remembered that the Federal courts are the only courts 
in Indian Territory. These, in addition to the work usually done by 
Federal courts, discharge all the duties which in the other States and 
Territories fall to police, probate, and general civil and criminal courts. 

THE FEE SYSTEM. 

Great vigilance has been exercised and every effort made to keep 
down the expenses connected with the Federal courts. Excessive 
and illegal charges can in some measure be avoided by watchfulness 
and laborious investigation, but arrests and prosecutions on frivolous 
charges and flimsy proof, to which part of these expenses is due, can 
not be prevented by this Department. This can be accomplished only 
by abolishing the system which, by making the fees of commissioners, 
marshals, clerks, and attorneys the source of their compensation, pre- 
sents a constant inducement to unnecessary arrests and litigation. 

The forty per cent of unsuccessfdl prosecutions during the past year, 
which is less than usual, does not, of course, include the cases wherein 
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persons arrested are discharged oii preliminary hearing, or those wherein 
the charges are ignored by grand juries. IS^ot only do the fees of com- 
missioners, and those of marshals and witnesses, with mileage, in these 
cases, cause a large annual expense to the Government, but annoyance 
and loss of time are inflicted on those involved as parties and witnesses 
which indirectly work both material and moral injury to the public. 
Besides, a class of professional witnesses and informers grows up in 
many sections, to the scandal of the administration of justice. 

The discovery in northern Alabama of a widespread conspiracy 
among commissioners and deputy marshals to defraud the Government 
by means of fraudulent charges of fees, and the recent conviction of 
such of the conspirators as failed to escape, only call renewed attention 
in a striking way to the evils of the fee system. These have been so 
often mentioned to Congress by difTerent Presidents and Attorneys- 
General that anything I might say would be mere repetition. I will 
simply refer to the report of Attorney-General Olney for 1893 (p. xxiii), 
where the subject is fully and forcibly discussed. 

Considerations of mere economy should not prevail when the tone 
of such an important branch of the public service is involved, but, as 
such considerations are always of weight, I wish to call attention to 
the fact that little if any additional expense need be involved in the 
change from payment by fees to payment by salaries. Indeed, that 
change may well be hoped eventually to prove a measure of economy, 
as I think the experience of many of the States has shown. 

COURT COMMISSIONERS. 

There is now no limit to the number of commissioners which the 
courts may appoint. In some places more seem to have been appointed 
than are required, and many of them appear to think that appointment 
entitles them to a living support from the Government. The number 
of commissioners ought to be limited at all events. Upon the abolition 
of the fee system the number might be largely reduced, and many 
advantages would be gained by giving them final jurisdiction of petty 
offenses. 

JUDICIAL ACCOITNTS, DOCKERY LAW. 

By the act approved July 31, 1894, accounts of marshals, district 
attorneys, assistant attorneys, commissioners, clerks, and all other 
accounts relative to the business of the Department of Justice and of 
the courts of the United States, other than consular courts, are now 
sent to the Department of Justice, and there examined before trans- 
mission to the Treasury. Theretofore these accounts were sent to the 
First Auditor for examination, and were finally passed upon by the 
First Comptroller. 

Congress doubtless thought it wise that all judicial accounts should 
be first examined and jjassed upon under the supervision of the Depart- 
ment to whose business they pertain, and the wisdom of the change in 
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this respect is apparent. I believe the new methods have proved most 
beneficial. The Department has been enabled to maintain a more care- 
ful watchfulness over expenditures in many directions than ever before, 
and to gain more accurate knowledge as to the necessity for disburse- 
ments from the various appropriations under its. supervision. Under 
the system now inaugurated, accounts receive careful and thorough 
examination before they are transmitted to the Treasury, opportunity 
has been given for instruction of those presenting them relative to their 
rendition, and many irregularities have been corrected. 

The act requires that quarterly accounts shall be sent to the Depart- 
ment within twenty days after the period to which they relate, and 
shall be transmitted to the Treasury within sixty days of their actual 
receipt by the Department. In case of delay on the part of the official 
in sending forward his account the requirement may be waived by the 
Secretary of the Treasury when it is made to appear that there is a 
manifest physical difficulty in complying with the same. Should the 
Department fail to examine and transmit the accounts to the Treasury 
within the sixty days allowed, an order of the President is necessary 
to authorize an advance of money on requisitions therefor. 

It has been found that these requirements sometimes work hardship 
and result in considerable annoyance. It often happens that marshals 
are unable to forward their quarterly accounts within the prescribed 
limit of twenty days for the reason, among others, that it is impossible 
for them to secure returns from all of their deputies, who may be scat- 
tered over an entire district. The time for filing such accounts should 
be extended to forty days. This, it is believed, would cover the cases 
mentioned and make the new system work smoothly. 

It has also been found impracticable to transmit all accounts to the 
Treasury within the sixty days prescribed by said act. This applies 
especially to the accounts under the appropriation for fees and ex- 
penses of marshals. It is often necessary to hav3 such accounts cor- 
rected and charges therein explained before the Department can prop- 
erly examine them, and to eftect this correspondence is required between 
the Department and the marshal, and between the marshal and his 
deputies scattered over the district, which can not be completed so 
as to pass upon the accounts within sixty days. The limit should be 
increased to ninety days, if not wholly removed. Should it be deemed 
inexpedient to remove it, however, the act should at least be amended 
so as clearly to provide that in case the accounts of marshals, for una- 
voidable causes, are not transmitted by this Department to the Treasury 
within the prescribed limit, their requisitions for funds may be honored 
as soon as the accounts are actually received at the Treasury. Under 
the present law, if an account is delayed beyond the sixty days it results 
as a bar to the advancement of funds on pending requisitions, and the 
situation is not relieved by the subsequent transmission of the account, 
but an order from the President is required. 
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As a result of the year's exi^erience under tlie new system of accounts 
the necessity for the following further changes in existing laws has 
become apparent, and I ask that they be made : 

The statute should be amended so as to require the accounts of offi- 
cial emoluments rendered by attorneys, marshals, and clerks to be set- 
tled according to the fiscal year, instead of the calendar year. This 
may be done by amending sections 835, 839, 840, 841, and 843 of the 
Eevised Statutes, by substituting the words ''fiscal year" for the word 
''year" wherever used therein, and providing that accounts of official 
emoluments for the half year ending June 30, 1896, shall be stated and 
settled by the Auditor. 

The time within which United States marshals must render their 
returns of official emoluments should be extended from thirty days 
after January 1 and July 1 of each year to ninety days after said 
dates, in order that the marshals' accounts of fees and expenses may 
in the meantime be settled by the Auditor, so that the marshal may 
be enabled to pay his deputies the amounts due them for their serv- 
ices before rendering his return of official emoluments. Under the 
law as it now is the marshals in very many cases claim credit for pay- 
ments to deputies not actually made, and furnish vouchers for such 
pretended payments. 

The fees of court officials in civil post-office cases should be paid 
from the appropriations for United States courts, rather than, as now, 
from appropriations for the Post-Office Department. This would save 
much expense and time, and maybe effected by a proviso in the appro- 
priation for United States courts. 

EXPENSES OF DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

The expenses of the Department proper, while they naturally vary 
somewhat from year to year in certain items, have shown no marked 
increase for several years, except that involved in the transfer of judi- 
cial accounts from the Department of the Treasury to the Department 
of Justice. This change caused an increase of about $15,000 in the 
total of salaries for the past year, making it $166,542.46 instead of 
about $150,000, which has been the total each year since 1890. Adding 
all other items, including those for prosecution of crimes and violation 
of intercourse acts, defending suits against the Government (including 
French spoliation and Indian depredation claims), the grand total has 
grown from $229,068.31 in 1891 to $282,597.60 in 1895, the latter having 
been the first year under the new system of accounts above mentioned. 

Attention is called in tlys connection to the several important cases 
hereinafter mentioned, which have required an unusually large expense 
for special assistants during the past year. 
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^IBRARY. 



I beg leave to call attention to the defective condition of the library 
of the Department. 

There has been no special appropriation for many years to bring 
this library up to an efficient standard. The regular appropriation of 
$1,750 is not adequate for the purchase of current books. This Depart- 
ment is not only charged with the preparation and argument of cases 
in the courts at Washington, but the Attorney-General is continually 
called upon for opinions by the various heads of Departments, involv- 
ing questions of great difficulty and importance, and acts as the con- 
stant adviser of the United States attorneys and marshals throughout 
the States and Territories. 

Questions of almost every character in the entire domain of law 
have to be examined, and frequently under the necessity of a i)rompt 
determination. The responsibility of answering questions involving 
life, liberty, property, the public revenue and foreign relations must 
constantly be assumed. It is manifest that this work can not be 
done properly without access to a comprehensive library. It is 
entirely impracticable for the Department of Justice to resort to other 
libraries. The library, as it is at present, is very deficient in State 
digests, and especially so in text-books. Indeed in no department of 
the law can it be considered a thorough working library. 

I respectfully call attention to the special report of the librarian, 
showing the classes of books especially needed. This report was made 
under my especial direction, for the purpose of calling attention to the 
subject. 

The condition of the library has partly resulted from the reduction 
in the annual appropriation for maintaining the library. The former 
appropriation was for text-books and reports $1,500, and for session 
laws, statutes, etc., $1,000. This was barely adequate to maintain a 
well equipped library abreast with the times. In the year 1892 the 
appropriation was reduced to $1,000 for text-books and reports, and 
$750 for session laws, statutes, etc. This amount is wholly insufficient, 
and unless the former appropriation be restored, the library, even if 
brought up to a proper standard, will fall steadily behind. 

The Department has suffered, and is suffering, very seriously on 
account of an inadequate library, and I respectfully urge that i+s elB- 
ciency be not crippled for the want of such manifestly necessary means 
to accomplish thorough work. I ask a special appropriation of $5,000 
in order to bring the library to the proper condition, and the*.restora- 
tion of the annual appropriation to $2,500 to keep it there. 
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THE SUPREME COURT. 

The table given below shows the result of the past year's work of the 
Supreme Court of the Uuitetl States, so far as it can be shown by mere 
number of cases. There has been some increase in the number of cases 
dokiketed, and some decrease in the number disposed of, as compared 
with the preceding year, but the number remaining has been reduced 
from 714 to 640. The actual amount of work done by the court is not, 
however, always correctly represented by the number of 'eases disposed 
of. A few important cases often require more time than many unim- 
portant ones; and it may be justly said that the labors of the Chief 
Justice and the Associate Justices have been quite as great and effect- 
ive during the past year as before. 

It is manifest, however, that it will be several years before the docket 
will be cleared of its accumulated cases. It will be observed that the 
number of these has been diminished about one-half in the past live 
years :

The docket at the close of the last term, as compared with the docket 
at the close of the term next preceding, shows a decrease of 74 cases. 
At the close of the October term, 1893, there remained undisposed of 
on the appellate docket 714 cases, and upon the original docket 7 
cases, making a total of 721 cases. The number of cases docketed at 
the October term, 1894, was 341, of which 332 were on the appellate and 
9 on the original docket, making the total number of cases on the docket 
for that term 1,062, of which 1,046 were on the appellate and 16 on the 
original docket. Of this number 415 were disposed of during the 
October term, 1894, and of these, 406 were on the appellate and 9 on 
the original docket. 

Thtt number of cases actually considered by the court was 329, of 
which 190 were argued orally, and 139 submitted on printed arguments. 
Of the 406 appellate cases disposed of, 157 were affirmed, 83 reversed, 84 
dismissed, 53 settled by the parties and dismissed, in 9 cases questions 
certified to the court were answered, and 20 cases were denials of peti- 
tions for writs of certiorari under the act of March 3, 1891. 

The total number of cases in which the United States was a party or 
had a substantial interest disposed of at the October term, 1894, was 
89. Of these the United States was appellant or plaintiff in error in 25 
cases, and appellee or defendant in error in 59 cases (3 cases being cross 
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appeals), in 1 case was petitioner and in 1 case respondent in petitions 
for certiorari^ 2 cases were certifications of questions, in 2 cases the 
Government was a party in interest though not a party to the record, 
and in 2 cases was substantially but a stakeholder. 

Of the 25 cases appealed, etc., by the United States, 16 were decided 
in its favor and 6 adversely, and 3 cases were dismissed by the United 
States. In addition, questions in 2 cases certified were answered in 
favor of the United States. 

Of the 59 cases in which the United States was appellee, etc., 28 
were determined in favor of, and 11 against itj 5 cases were dismissed 
by the appellants, etc. 5 8 cases were dismissed by the court for failure 
of the appellants, etc., to comply with the rules; 1 was dismissed and 
affirmed; 2 were dismissed by stipulation; 1 was affirmed in part; and 
of the 3 cases in which the United States was cross-appellant 2 were 
decided in its favor and 1 adversely. The 2 cases referred to (income- 
tax cases), in which the Government was not a party, but in which it 
was heard, were decided against it. 

Of the above 89 cases, 17 were appeals from the Court of Claims. Of 
these, were taken by the United States, 3 being cross appeals. In 
addition, in 2 cases the United States, although a party to the record, 
had no substantial interest. Of the 9 cases appealed by the Govern- 
ment, 5 were decided in favor of and 3 against it, and 1 case was dis- 
missed by it; while of the 9 cases in which it was appellee, G were 
decided in its favor and 1 against, 1 was dismissed by the appellant, 
and 1 dismissed by the court for failure of the appellant to comply with 
the rules. 

Of the 89 United States cases disposed of, 31 were criminal, of which 
14 were decided in favor of the United States and 9 against; G were 
dismissed by the court for failure of the plaintiffs in error to comply 
with the rules; 1 was affirmed in part and 1 dismissed per stipulation. 
Eight of these 31 cases were capital, of which 4 were decided in favor 
of and 3 against the United States, and 1 case was affirmed as to one 
defendant and reversed as to the other. Two cases, in addition, were 
appeals in habeas corpus proceedings. One of these was on behalf of 
the United States, and was decided in its favor; the other was dis- 
missed by the appellant. One case (Sugar Trust) was an appeal from 
the circuit court of appeals by the United States, and was decided 
adversely. In addition, 2 applications for certiorari to the circuit 
court of appeals, 1 of which was by the United States, were made and 
deoied. 

The above do not include 9 cases on the original docket, as follows: 
Four applications for leave to file petitions for writs of habeas corpus, 
which were denied; 2 cases in which leave to file petitions was granted, 
but the writs of habeas corpus afterwards denied; 1 application for a 
writ of error, which was denied; 3 application for writs of habeas corpus 
and certiorari, which was denied, and 1 case in which the petitioner 
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was adjudged to be entitled to a writ of mandamus, in all of which the 
Government was respondent. 

Of the whole number of cases in which the Government had a sub- 
stantial interest, heard and decided by the court, 64 were decided in its 
favor and 21 against it. 

Four years' experience has clearly shown that too much of the time 
of the Supreme Court is oc^cupied by criminal appeala I respectfully 
suggest that such appeals be disallowed, save in capital cases, by 
amending the fourth clause of section 6 of the act of March 3, 1891 
(1 Supp. Kev. Stat., 001), so as to omit the mention of "other infamous^ 
crimes. Section 6 of said act would then operate to give the circuit 
courts of appeals jurisdiction which would be final of all criminal 
cases other than capital, subject, however, to review by the Supreme 
Court in its discretion by writ of certiorari. The term "infamous 
crimes" has a very broad meaning. It includes all off'enses which may 
be punished by imprisonment at hard labor, or for more than one year 
without hard labor, whether they are actually so punished or not. If 
such punishment might have been inflicted the case may be taken to 
the Supreme Court, even if the culprit has escaped with a mere fine. 
That high tribunal of nine judges is frequently required to review 
convictions of such offenses as passing $50 of counterfeit money, 
charging over $25 for legal assistance to a pensioner, and unlawfully 
cutting timber. 

A growing abuse of the writ of habeas corpus should be corrected 
which is wasting the time of the Supreme Court and bringing discredit 
on the administration of justice. Proceedings in State courts are abso- 
lutely stayed by section 766 Eevised Statutes, pending appeals to the 
Supreme Court from action of v the circuit courts on writs of habeas 
corpusy which may be taken as of right. By suing out successive 
writs and prosecuting jippeals to the Supreme Court persons convicted 
in State courts have succeeded in securing repeated delays of execu- 
tion. There is no limit to this process so long as prisoners are able to 
employ counsel. I respectfully suggest, as a cure for this evil, that the 
allowance of a stay by the Supreme Court or a judge thereof be required, 
at least on all appeals after the first. This can readily be accomplished 
by an amendment of section 766. 

If the Supreme Court were relieved as above suggested, its jurisdic- 
tion over cases arising under the revenue laws might and should be 
restored. The United States has now no right to a review by that court 
of any decision construing a tariff or internal-revenue law, although 
millions of dollars may be directly or indirectly involved. A provision 
for appeals and writs of error from the circuit courts of appeals in these 
cases, similar to that contained in section 707 of the Eevised Statutes 
with respect to appeals from the Court of Claims, would be highly bene- 
ficial to the Government. 
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SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 

Among tlie cases of general interest decided since the last annual 
report of tlie Attorney-General, several deserve mention. 

In United States v. E. 0. Knight Company (156 U. S., 1), which was 
referred to in the last report as having been argued and submitted, a 
construction was given to the Sherman anti-trust law. It was held 
that the purchase of certain sugar refineries in the city of Philadelphia 
on behalf of the so-called "Sugar Trust" was not a violation of the 
provisions of that law, although a virtual monopoly of the business of 
refiningwugar resulted, because interstate commerce was not thereby 
directly affected. Combinations and monopolies, therefore, although 
they may unlawfully control production and prices of articles in general 
use, can not be reached under this law merely because they are combi- 
nations and monopolies, nor because they may engage in interstate 
commerce as one of the incidents of their business. 

In Pollock V. Farmers' Loan and Trust Company (157 U. S., 429), 
certain provisions of the law imposing a tax on incomes were held to 
be invalid, because in contravention of the Constitution, and, on rehear- 
ing (158 U. S., 601), the invaliditj^ of such provisions was held to 
destroy the entire scheme for the taxation of incomes. 

The sentences of imprisonment in the county jail for terms varying 
from three to six months imposed on Eugene V. Debs and three other 
persons for contempt in disobeying the orders of injunction issued by 
the circuit court at Chicago during the great railway strike, July, 1894, 
were upheld in the case of In re Debs (158 U. S., 564), and principles 
established which are of the highest value and importance. The juris- 
diction of the courts to issue and enforce injunctions against interfer- 
ence with interstate commerce and the passage of the mails was fully 
maintained, and it was held that the action of the courts in such cases 
is not open to review on habeas corpus. 

The decision in I'odd v. United States (158 TJ. S., 278) discloses a 
defect in the statute (Rev. Stats., sec. 5406) punishing conspiracy against 
parties and witnesses to prevent them from attending court and testi- 
fying, or to injure them for having attended or testified, which was held 
not to apply to preliminary examinations before commissioners. The 
importance to the Government of an amendment supplying this defect 
is manifest. 

The decision in the Pacific Eaikoad Telegraph Case is mentioned 
later in this report. 

CIRCUIT COURTS OF APPEALS. 

The increasing business and efficiency of these courts are siiown by 
Exhibit 1. The cases docketed during the past fiscal year were 866, 
being an increase of 100 over the preceding year; 870 cases were dis- 
posed of, being an increase of 186, leaving 505 cases pending at the 
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rlose of the fiscal year, bein^ ii decrease of 5. Two hundFed and seven 
i:af-es have been ar^ied uiul await <le(*isioTi, as airainst 169, and 43 have 
}>eeii appealed to the Supreme Conrt of the United States, as against 
ijl, ill the prece<ilnjx year. 

The need of additional eireuit Jadjarea was well stated by my prede- 
(•eHSijr in his last report, and at the last session one was provided in the 
seventh, one in the eii::hth, and one in the ninth circuit. The necessity 
for an additional cinMiit Judjre in the fifth and in the sixth circnit is great 
and inereasinjr. mid I respe<»ttiilly urge that they be provided at the 
<'oniinf? session, adoptin«r, without repeatinjj, the reasons ^ven in the 
hist report. The sixth was one of the (nrcnits mentioned in tha^report. 
The fifth and sixth <Mrenits, as the table shows, closely Ibllow the second 
and eijjflith in eases bronpfht and disposed of. 

My attention has been repeatetUy ealled to the unnecessary expenses 
imposed on litipHits in this eourt, which should be avoided by two 
ainen<lments of the act of March ^MSDl, establishing these coorts: 

{tt) The law i)rovides the same costs and fees as in the Supreme 
(!onrt, which are in many respei'ts larger than should be charged in 
the eirenit courts of appeals. The proposed amendment would give 
each eonrt the right to fix a table of costs and fees not exceeding those 
now <har«j;(Ml in the Supreme (^ourt. Cost of printing and other items 
vary greatly in difterent parts of the country, and this provision would 
enable each eourt pro[)erly to adapt the rates to the locality, while the 
maximum fixed would prevent any possible abuse. 

(/>) The practice in ?nost of the State courts is to make up the tran- 
seript of the reconl on ap|>eal from original papers, pleadings, bills of 
<'xeeption, <lei)osition8, etc., filed in the (»ourt below, with a copy of 
dcx'ket and journal entries and orders. The present law requires all 
original papers, etc., to be copied into the transcript, entailing very 
great and unne<*essary expense. The propose<l amendment would 
n*(piire the transcript to be made up of su<*h original papers, etc., 
involving the copying cmly of docket and journal entries and orders. 
The fact that records are printed on appeal emphasizes the uselessness 
of the lal)or and exi>ense involved in the present mo<le of making up sneh 
transcripts. 

Tli(» business of this court for the District of Columbia is separately 
sliown in Exliibit 1, as herrtofore. There has been an increase in the 
nuTn]>er of patent ai)peals, and a further diminution in the cases undis- 
posed of, there having ])een only 52 pending July 1, 1895, and only 5 
arirued and awaiting decision.

The business of this court during the past year has again increased. 

A larg<»r nunib(»r of claims than ever before has been disposed of, but a 

still larger number of new suits has been commenced. The details, 

• explanations, are set forth in the re|M>rt of Assistant Attomey- 

\] hodur f Exhibit LM< to whom is assigned the management of the 
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defense of the Government in claims cases other than those for ^ndian 
depredations. 

Without reiterating the various recommendations contained in reports 
of my immediate predecessor, I again call attention to them and to the 
need for their adoption by Congress to prevent the unseemly delay to 
which Government creditors are now subjected. ]!Tothing short of a 
substantial increase of the force of this Department will work substan- 
tial reform. The docket now contains about 9,000 cases, and is increased 
by about 900 per year. The very diligent exertions of the present force 
serve to dispose of less than 800 annually. For the preparation of the 
claimants' side of suits there is a roll of more than one thousand attor- 
neys, of whom some hundreds devote their whole time thereto. Against 
these is set a corps of seven assistant attorneys for the defense. With 
such disproportion of force it seems superfluous to state that the de- 
fensive preparation can not be as thorough as it should be, even in the 
cases tried. A single important judgment incurred by reason of lack 
of time for proper preparation may involve many times the cost of an 
adequate increase of force. 

In my estimate for the next fiscal year I have included an increase 
of approximately one-third, which it is believed will suffice to enable 
the Department to occupy the time of the Court of Claims. Until that 
is accomplished it is not necessary for either Congress or the court to 
consider plans for increasing the efficiency of the court. The court is 
by present methods able to hear and decide many more cases than can 
be prepared. If, when it has reached the limit of its capacity, the 
arrears of business continue to increase, modified methods of trial or 
enlargement of the court can be easily applied. I recommend such 
increase of force as essential to the safety of the Government in these 
suits and as a measure of economy in other directions very much in 
excess of the expense involved. 

CIRCUIT AND DISTRICT COURT JURISDICTION OF CLAIMS CASES. 

The evils resulting from this jurisdiction, especially with respect to 
compensation and fees of court officers, increase with experience. The 
trials of such cases cost the Government much more than they would 
in the Court of Claims; but worse than this, the varying decisions of 
the different courts on the same subject c^use great uncertainty and 
promote much litigation and inequality, which would be avoided if they 
were all subjected to the judgment of one tribunal. The trial of claims 
for fees of their own officers in district and circuit courts involves seri- 
ous improprieties. The judge who tries them has in almost all cases 
prejudged the questions by ex parte approval of the officers' accounts. 
The district attorneys, upon whom the defense rests, are in many cases 
to be pecuniarily benefited by decisions adverse to the Government, 
their own fees being increased thereby. I recommend that claims of 
United States officers or employees fur compensation, expenses, or fees 
Jbe excluded from the jurisdiction of the circuit and district courts. 
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INDIAN DEPREDATIONS. 

Attention is directed to the report of Assistant Attorney-General 
Howry, in charge of the defense of the claims brought against certain 
Indian tribes and tlie United States on account of the depredations 
of the Indians, (Exhibit 3.) The statements and recommendations 
made in this report are worthy of careful consideration. 

Claims aggregating 10,841 in number, and representing demands 
amounting to a total of $43,615,867.06, have been filed under the act 
providing for their adjudication. The time within which claims of this 
character must be presented has now expired, but it will be seen that 
the amounts demanded largely exceed what was expected when the 
law was passed providing for suits on such claims. 

Since the date of Mr. Howry's report he has argued in the Supreme 
Court of the United States several cases involving the construction of 
the act under which suits of this class were brought. These cases in- 
volve important questions of practice, and also the jurisdiction of the 
Court of Claims in what may be termed amity claims, allowed claims, 
and treaty claims. They may be considered test cases upon the ques- 
tions involved, which are of great importance. If the court shall affirm 
the judgments of the lower court, about one-half of the Indian depre- 
dation claims, according to an estimate taken from one of the pub- 
lished opinions of the latter court, will necessarily be dismissed. If, 
on the other hand, the judgments shall be reversed, then the defense 
of Indian depredation claims will be made upon other grounds than 
those involved in the test cases. 

The difficulties incident to the defense of stale claims and the magni- 
tude of the pecuniary interests involved combine to make it extremely 
important that liberal appropriations be made for the defense of the 
class of claims in charge of this branch of the Department. I recom- 
mend an appropriation for a probable deficiency of $4,000 for the 
current fiscal year, and for the next fiscal year I recommend an appro- 
priation of $38,000. When it is considered that existing statutes do 
not adequately prevent the presentation of false claims against the 
Government in the Court of Claims, the propriety of adequate appro- 
priations for defense becomes apparent. Many of these claims are 
generally thought to be unfounded or largely exaggerated. 

The approi)riations suggested will enable me to make some increase 
in the force of the Departn\ent at a time when close attention to the 
defense of the cases is most needed. Many claims for depredations 
were made up when the Interior Department had the jurisdiction ta 
investigate the facts, and, inasmuch as ex parte affidavits and state- 
ments of the claimants and their witnesses presented to the Secretary 
of the Interior are made competent evidence in the court now having 
jurisdiction, it is important that ample means and facilities be provided 
for taking testimony in rebuttal wherever it can be procured. Careful 
investigation is now required, because little evidence was obtained foe 
the defense before the transfer of the cases to the Court of Claims. 
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COURT OF PRIVATE LAND CLAIMS. 

The results of the cases tried in this court during the last fiscal year 
are given in the report of Mr. Matt. G. Reynolds, United States attor- 
ney, (Exhibit 4). The clouds which vague claims under Spanish and 
Mexican grants have put upon titles in the Southwest are being rapidly 
cleared away. Mr. Reynolds's diligence and capacity appear from the 
showing that out of 5,039,592 acres claimea only 364,326 were allowed 
by the court, while suits involving 2,237,512 acres have Deen dismissed 
by the claimants. 

The extension of the existence of the court to December 31, 1897, 
insures the ftiU completion of its work. 

The most important of the cases decided by this court deserves 
special notice. 

THE PERALTA-REAVIS CASE. 

In the magnitude of the claim made and the fertility of criminal 
resource displayed in its support this case has rarely, if ever, been 
equaled in judicial annals. 

In October, 1892, James Addison Peralta-Reavis and Sofia Loreto 
Micaela de Peralta-Reavis, n^e Maso y Silva de Peralta de la Cordoba 
(husband and wife), sued in that court for confirmation of a grant 
alleged to have been made by Spain in 1758 to one Miguel Peralta, 
Baron of Arizonac, Knight of the Colorados, Grandee of Spain, etc., 
covering 12,740,000 acres of land in Arizona and New Mexico, includ- 
ing the land upon which are situated Phoenix, the capital of Arizona, 
the towns of Florence, Tempe, Casa Grande, Globe, Silver King, Pinal, 
and Solomonsville, and a portion of the White Mountain or San Carlos 
Indian Reservation. The title to this grant had been investigated and 
pronounced perfect by eminent counsel employed by the petitioners, 
and as a result many persons and corporations throughout the United 
States had acquired interests therein as purchasers from the plaintiffs. 

In support of the claim it was averred that the original grant had 
been recommended by Philip V of Spain in 1744, and by his successor, 
Fernando VI, in 1748 j that it had actually been made by the viceroy 
of New Spain in 1748; and that it had subsequently been ratified and 
enlarged by Carlos III. It was averred that possession had been given 
to the grantee in 1758, and that the female petitioner had become vested 
with the title to the property as the grantee's only descendant and heir. 
A large number of certificates and authenticated copies of original 
title papers on file in the various archives of Spain and Mexico were 
presented in support of the petition. 

In order properly to prepare for the trial, Mr. S. Mallet-Prevost, of 
New York, was retained as special counsel for the Government and 
sent to Spain and to Mexico to make personal investigations among the 
archives, for which duty he was peculiarly fitted. An investigation

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as to the identity of Mrs. Reavis was also commenced under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Reynolds. A mass of testimony was taken on both these 
subjects in Spain, Mexico, and California, clearly disclosing the most 
startling facts. Mrs. Reavis was proved to be an impostor; and the 
instruments of which the copies were correct and duly authenticated 
were shown to have been cunningly forged on genuine ancient parch- 
ments from which other writings had been skillfully erased, which false 
documents Reavis had found means to place without detection among 
the archives of both Spain and Mexico, on visits which he made to those 
countries for that purpose. It is a curious fact that the suspicions of 
counsel for the Government were first aroused by an error of date due 
to the forger's ignorance of Spanish history. 

The court, by unanimous decision, held that every title paper out of 
the one hundred or more presented had been manufactured and forged, 
in whole or in part, and surreptitiously deposited among the archives 
in the countries named, and also that Mrs. Reavis was in no way related 
to the alleged ^^ Baron of Arizonac." 

The case is remarkable as probably the greatest fraud ever attempted 
against a government in its own courts, and its decision removes a 
cloud Irom thousands of titles held by actual settlers. 

Since the decision I have caused Reavis to be arrested and indicted 
for fraud and perjury, and he is now in prison awaiting trial. 

REPORT OF THE SOLICITOR OF THE TREASURY. 

The litigation conducted under the supervision of the Solicitor of the 
Treasury during the last fiscal year is shown in his report (Exhibit I). 
1 deem it unnecessary to summarize this important and interesting 
report, which must be read by all who wish to know the great variety 
and importance of the business committed to this officer under the 
general direction of the Attorney-General. I will simply state that 
the whole number of suits commenced within the year was 6,873. Of 
these, 4,530 were decided in favor of the United States and only 67 
adversely; 672 are settled and dismissed; in 1 penalties were remitted 
by the Secretary of the Treasury; leaving 1,603 still pending, as against 
1,913 pending at the close of the preceding year. 

Of the suits pending at the commencement of the year 1,418 were 
decided in favor of the Government and only 122 adversely; 754 were 
settled and dismissed, and in 3 penalties were remitted by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

The whole number of suits disposed of during the year was 7,567; 
the whole amount for which judgments were obtained, exclusive of 
decrees in rem, was $821,171.56, and the entire amount collected from 
all sources was $180,717. 

The report contains a statement of real property in charge of the 

Solicitor of the Treasury which was acquired and sold during the fiscas 

j^eajy being' property received in satisfaction of judgments and claims. 
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Tliere wa ^ surveyed during the year, pursuant to the act of Congress 
of March 2, 1895, 32,000 acres of laud in southwestern North Carolina, 
claimed to belong to the United States. 

From the nature of the busi: ess of this branch of the Department 
of Justice it is evident that it must continue to increase with the popu- 
lation and development of the country. In 1887 a fourth-class clerk- 
ship in the office of the then Solicitor was abolished on his recommenda- 
tion. The present Solicitor reports that the increase of business requires 
him to ask for the restoration of this clerkship. I recommend that the 
request be granted. 

As the business of this office is in every State and Territory, and the 
office itself is located in the Treasury for reasons of convenience, and 
not in the Department of Justice, a small separate law library is indis- 
pensable. The business of the Solicitor has been embarrassed and 
retarded by the want of certain books to complete such library, and I 
join in his request that the appropriation for law books be increased 
from $300 to $500, the latter being the amount which was appropriated 
for the maintenance of the library until the past two years. 

TEXAS BOUNDARY CASE. 

This case, which was mentioned in the last report, has now been 
ai*gued and submitted in the Supreme Court of the United States and 
will probably be decided during the present session of Congress. 
Twenty-four hundred square mjles of land are involved, lying between 
the forks of the Eed Eiver of Natchitoches and east of the onB hun- 
dredth meridian of longitude. This territory has come to be known as 
" Greer County " because of the attempt of Texas to organize it as a 
county pending her controversy with the United States concerning its 
ownership. The controversy depends on the meaning of the treaty of 
1819 between Spain and the United States fixing the boundary line 
between the two countries, which treaty was in turn adopted by trea- 
ties of the United States with Mexico and with Texas. The treaty 
describes the line as running up Eed Eiver to the one hundredth 
meridian. Texas claims that when the forks of the river are reached 
the line should follow the north branch. The United States claims that 
it should follow the south branch. 

In spite of proclamations by President Arthur in June, 1884, and by 
President Cleveland in December, 1887, Texas has encouraged settle- 
ments in this territory, and if the decision shall be in favor of the 
United States the question will arise whether Congress should wholly 
disregard the claims of settlers, as it will have an undoubted right to 
do, or provide legislation by which they may be protected upon making 
reasonable payment for the land occupied. 

The case was under the sole charge of Mr. Edgar Allan, as special 
ooonsel for the United States acting under the sui)ervision of the 
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Attorney-General, down to the tim^ of it^ argument. He has devoted 
much time and labor to its preparation, and shown great diligence and 
capacity therein. 

PACIFIC COAST SMUGGLING CASES. 

A brief statement of these cases will be interesting and instructive. 

The Merchants' Steamship Company, of Portland, Oreg., owned two 
steamships, the Wilmington and Haytian Republic^ plying between 
Columbia River, Puget Sound, and jwrts in British Columbia. While 
ostensibly engaged in a legitimate trade, the real business of these 
vessels was smuggling opium and Chinese laborers into the United 
States in violation of its laws, hidden compartments and double decks 
being artfully contrived for such purposes. The business grew to such 
proportions that it became necessary for the company to have the 
cooperation of many persons and also the friendship and assistance of 
Government officials in that locality. 

Accordingly, in 1892, a combination was formed by the managers of 
the company, which included several lawyers, notaries public, and other 
persons, both white and yellow, among whom were included James 
Lotan, then collector of customs at Portland; C. J. Mulky, then special 
agent of the Treasury in that district, and other minor officials. This 
combination carried on said illegal business without serious interrup- 
tion, having succeeded in debauching or deceiving various agents sent 
out to investigate, until May, 1893, when special agents, acting under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, discovered the great 
frauds which were being perpetrated and this Department took steps to 
bring the offenders to punishment. The Government officials were at 
once deposed and, with a large number of their associates, indicted for 
conspiracy to violate the laws of the United States. So widespread was 
.the influence which this great conspiracy had been able to exert that 
great care and diligence were required to procure evidence and secure 
justice.^ 

John M. Gearin, of Portland, was employed as special counsel, and 
afterwards Hon. George H. Durand, of Michigan, who rendered effi- 
cient aid to the Government. Some of the conspirators finally pleaded 
guilty; others were tried and convicted. Within the past year judg- 
ments of conviction against P. J. Bannon, C. J. Mulky, and William 
Dunbar have been affirmed by the Supreme Court, upon whose mandate 
the two first named are now serving their sentences. Dunbar having 
fled to China, where he still remains, his bond has been forfeited and 
proceedings are in progress for its enforcement. 

In May last James Lotan, the ex-collector, and Seid Back, a promi- 
nent Chinese merchant, two of the ringleaders, were tried and con- 
victed, a disagreement of the jury having been the result of a former 
trial. Various considerations induced me to assent to a heavy fine 
instead of imprisonment in these two cases, and sentences were imposed 
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accordingly, tinder which the former paid $8,000 and the latter 
$3,000 fine. 

All the leaders of this conspiracy have now been convicted, and the 
combination referred to has been entirely broken up. The Eaytian 
Republic has been confiscated and sold by the Government, and the 
Wilmington only escaped a like fate by its destruction by fire. 

The moral effect of all this has been highly beneficial to the public 
service. 

BLACK BOB INDIAN LITIGATION. 

The nature of this litigation is shown and its final result stated in 

• 

the report of the solicitor for the Black Bob Indians (Exhibit R). The 
suit was brought by the United States on behalf of the Indians to set 
aside certain conveyances, which the Indians claimed had been fraudu- 
lently obtained from them, of land in Johnson County, Kansas, ceded to 
them by treaty of May 10, 1854, but abandoned in 1870 and 1871, when 
they went to Indian Territory. The master's report in favor of the 
conveyances has been confirmed by the court, and I am advised by Mr. 
W. C. Perry, United States attorney for the district of Kansas, that 
there is no real ground of exception, save to the fee allowed the master 
and the taxing of a portion of it to the United States. Unless other- 
wise directed I shall not cause the case to be appealed. 

FOX AND WISCONSIN RIVERS IMPROVEMENT CASES. 

The United States attorney for the eastern district of Wisconsin, who 
is in charge of these cases, reports that in the pending suit in the United 
States circuit court against the users of water for hydraulic purposes 
at i^eenah and Menasha cross bills were filed by the defendants, to 
which the United States filed demurrers that are now on the calendar 
for argument. The case against the Manufacturers' Investment Com- 
pany, lessees of the water power from the Green Bay and Mississippi 
Canal Company, mentioned in last year's report, is now at issue on its 
merits. Only one claim for flowage is now pending, the papers in which 
had been misplaced by the clerk of the court and were only recently 
discovered. A proposition for settlement of this claim is pending. 
Criminal proceedings have been begun against parties drawing water 
from the Government canal and thereby impeding navigation, and are 
now pending before the United States commissioners. 

LA ABRA SILVER MINING COMPANY AND WEIL CASES. 

In these cases, fully described in the Attorney-General's report for 
1893, the taking of testimony was interrupted, after the overruling of 
the demurrers, by the death of the special counsel charged with tlieir 
prosecution, but has since progressed both in this country and in Mexico, 
so that the cases are now nearly ready for trial. 
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BELL TELEPHONE CASES. 

The salt known as tbe Berliner Case, mentioned in the last Attorney- 
GeneraFs report as being under advisement, was decided against the 
United States. It has been appealed to the Sapreme Coart of the 
United States, wbere it is now pending, a motion by the appellees to 
dismiss the appeal having recently been denied. 

In the suit known as the Bell Telephone Case, pending in the United 
States circuit court for the district of Massachusetts, the defendants' 
testimony was concluded on November 7, 1895. 

I am advised by Mr. Charles S. Witman, special assistant United 
States attorney in charge of the case, that the rebuttal testimony will 
probably occupy six months longer. The attention of Congress was 
specially called to this case in the Attorney-General's report for 1893, 
page xvi, and I desire again to do so. One of the patents whose validity 
the Government is contesting in that case expired on March 7, 1893, 
and the other on January 30, 1894. The expenses already incurred are 
very large, and I am advised that the exjienses for counsel alone will be 
$5,000, to finish the testimony, brief and argue the case. If the decision 
should be adverse to the Government an appeal would be necessary if 
the litigation is to bo continued. 

The reasons suggested why the Government should continue the 
litigation, in spite of the expiration of the patents, are set forth in full 
in the report just referred to. They are, briefly, that it is the right and 
duty of the Government to protect its citizens against suits brought 
upon a patent during its term and prosecuted afterwards, and against 
actions commenced after the expiration of the patent on causes of 
action which accrued during its existence; that the United States has 
encouraged the infringement of these patents by the bringing of this 
suit, and that the parties who, so encouraged, have infringed these 
patents will have good ground to complain of the Government if it 
shall abandon the litigation without securing a final decree; that the 
interests of assignees and licensees ought to be protected by the Gov- 
ernment; that if the people have been deprived of their natural rights 
by the improper issue of a patent, as the Government avers, it would 
not be a proper course on its part to discontinue litigation which has 
probably been purposely protracted until the patents have expired, but 
that such litigation should be persisted in to establish finally, for the 
sake of future action on its part, its right to sue to annul patents; that 
important questions of practice in such cases are involved and will be 
settled by a final judgment. 

An agreement for the employment of special counsel was made by 
one of my predecessors in July, 1889, which, by reason of the long pro- 
traction of the litigation, has resulted in a much larger expenditure than 
was contempla^ted, and is still running; but the case is one into which 
it is practically impossible at this stage to introduce other counsel, and 
I can secure no material alteration in the terms of the employment. 
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I earnestly ask the direction of Congress as to the course to be pur- 
sued in this case. 

POTOMAC FLATS LITIGATION. 

I am advised by the United States attorney in charge, that on Octo- 
ber 17 last the supreme court of the District of Columbia decided the 
case of the United States v. Morris, commonly known as the Potomac 
Flats Case, sustaining the claim of the Government to ownership of all 
the land and water included within the limits of the improvement of 
the Potomac River and its flats, in charge of the Secretary of War, 
under the various acts of Congress passed in that behalf. 

It was conceded by the United States that portions of squares 63, 89, 
129, and 148, over which the tide ebbed and flowed at the time the 
work of reclamation began, and which had been filled up by the Gov- 
ernment in the prosecution of that work, were private property. 

The court held, that in respect to such property the owners were 
entitled to compensation, and ordered further reference to the examiner 
to take testimony in regard to ownership and value, exclusive of the 
value of any improvements made by or under the authority of the 
United States. Testimony has been taken under the order* of refer- 
ence and submitted to the court, which has not yet acted thereon. 

CLAIM AGAINST THE STANFORD ESTATE. 

Since the last report, wherein this claim was fully described, suit has 
been brought thereon in the circuit court of the United States for the 
northern district of California. The side of the Government was ably 
represented by Hon. L. D. McKisick as special counsel, but judgment 
was rendered against the Government on demurrer to the bill, which 
judgment has been affirmed by the circuit court of appeals. The case 
has been appealed to the Supreme Court of the United States and set 
for argument in January next. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC LAND-GRANT LITIGATION. 

The cases in charge of Mr. Joseph H. Call, originating in southern 
California and involving the attempted recovery by the Government 
of title to some 5,000,000 acres of land claimed by the Southern Pacific 
Eailroad Company, have made progress since the last report, but are 
not yet finally determined. The rulings of the courts have thus far 
been favorable to the Government. 

PACIFIC RAILROAD TELEGRAPH CASES. 

The cases between the United States and the Union Pacific Eail- 
way and the Western Union Telegraph companies, mentioned in the 
last report as awaiting decision by the Supreme Court, have just been 
decided in favor of the United States, the decisions of the lower courts 
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being reversed. The opinions have not yet been printed, and I am 
not Jible, therefore, to give details, but the general result is that the 
cont'^acts whereby the railroad company transferred to the telegraph 
company the telegraph business on the line of tiie former have been 
held void and set aside. It is believed that the resnlt will be to enhant e 
the value of the Government's security for its sul)sidy bonds. 

RAILWAY RECEIVERSHIPS AND FORECLOSURES. 

The Northern Pacific Kailroad litigation has called attention in a 
striking way to the necessity which has long existed of legislation 
to regulate the appointment of receivers and judicial sales of railroads 
parts of whose lines are in different circuits. Public as well as private 
interests require the preservation of the unity of such lines in their 
management pending foreclosure, and in their sale. This can now be 
accomplished only by harmony of action among the courts of the vari- 
ous circuits, but the appointment of receivers and the repetition of 
orders in each circuit cause a multiplication of trouble and expense 
which can well be avoided. When, however, the different courts 
refuse to co-operate, not only are public and private interests in the 
property imperiled and costs more greatly multiplied, but there is con- 
stant risk of scandal from which the administration of justice should 
be kept free. 

There seems to be a general demand for relief. It can readily be 
afforded by providing that suits to foreclose mortgages or appoint 
receivers of such railroads shall be brought in the circuit where the prin 
cipal operating oflfi(!es are, or in the circuit in which the chief terminals 
are located, or in that containing the greatest length of track; or full 
jurisdiction might be given to the court in which suit is first brought. 
The important thing is to invest a single court with control over the 
entire property. I beg to recommend that action be taken to this end. 
All risk of disputes can be avoided by giving the Chief Justice power 
of designation in case they arise. 

PACIFIC RAILWAYS. 

The present situation of the litigation concerning the Union Pacific 
Kailway and its branches appears in the report of Hon. Geo. Hoadly, 
special counsel for the United States. He has thus far succeeded in 
the difficult task of protecting the large interests of the Government 
without subjecting them to the risks which would be involved in its 
formal appearance in court. He has also been able to defeat all efforts 
to dismember the system by the appointment of separate receivers for 
its different parts. 

The situation has been maintained as it was when the last Congress 
adjourned, so far as legal proceedings are concerned, but large amounts 
of subsidy bonds are about to fall due of those issued to the Central 
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Pacific as well as of those issued to the Union Pacific Company, and 
no assurance can be given that the present situation will be long 
maintained. 

Action should be promptly taken toward working out some solution 
of the problem presented by the Government's relation to these prop- 
erties. 

As it may become advisable or necessary for the Government to insti- 
tute legal proceedings against one or both of the companies above 
named, I beg to call attention to the necessity of a law giving some 
proper court in the District of Columbia jurisdiction of the entire prop- 
erty and of all the parties in interest. What has been hereinbefore said 
as to the general necessity of giving one court full jurisdiction in such 
cases applies with especial force here. Such a provision was included 
in the bill prepared by Attorney-General Olney, at the request of the 
last Congress. (See his report for 1894, p. xxvi.) It should now be 
put in the form of a separate act, so as to be made independent of any 
particular plan of reorganization. Until the passage of such an act, 
any attempt of the Government to protect its rights by litigation will 
be greatly hampered. 

MISSION INDIANS. 

Mr. Frank B. Lewis, the special attorney for the Mission Indians, 
reports (Exhibit S) what has been done in the matters under his charge 
during the past year, from which it appears that the services of coun- 
sel are still needed by these Indians. Nothing in his report seems to 
require mention. 

EASTERN BAND OF CHEROKEE INDIANS. 

The execution of certain compromise agreements relating to lands of 
the Eastern Band of Cherokee Indians, for which purpose Congress 
appropriated $68,000 by act of August 23, 1894, has been completed, 
and a controversy of twenty years' standing finally and satisfactorily 
adjusted thereby. 

UNITED STATES PRISONERS AND PRISONS. 

On June 30, 1895, there remained in the various prisons and reforma- 
tories of the country 2,516 United States convicts, being an increase 
of 275 since the corresponding date last year and nearly 1,000 more 
than in 1891. 

The safe-keeping, maintenance, and i)roper employment of this large 
body of prisoners, for whose custody and welfare the Government is 
responsible, should no longer be left so largely to institutions over 
which it has no control. The attention of Congress has often been 
invited to this subject. 

The reports of previous years have referred to the diflficulties 
exi)erienced in effecting suitable arrangements for the support of Fed- 
eral prisoners, to the varied modes of discipline and treatment to which 
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they are neeessariiy sabject in tbe widely neattered institutions to 
which they are sentenced, as well as to the incongruity of the practice 
by which persons convicted of offenses unknown to State statutes are 
turned over to local authorities for punishment or attempted reforma- 
tion. The subject is of such importance that I deem it my duty to 
present it for renewed consideration. 

Federal convicts are confined in the prisons of more than thirty 
States and Territories, to which they are sentenced and left without 
any special provision for subsequent inquiry or sui^ervision by Federal 
authority. Indeed, so far is all control over these unfortunates waived 
by the Government that it is provided by law that — 

Whenever any criminal convicted of an offense against the United States is impris- 
oned in a jail or penitentiary of any State or Territory, such criminal shall in all 
respects be sabject to the same discipline and treatment as convicts sentenced by 
the courts of the State or Territory in which such jail or penitentiary is situated; 
and while so confined therein shall be exclusively under the control of the officers 
having charge of the same, under the laws of the State or Territory. 

No State thus disposes of its prisoners, and the reasons which induced 
this policy on the part of the General Government have lost their force. 
So long as the present practice of scattering Federal convicts through- 
out the various States and Territories continues, specific provision 
should at least be made for frequent inspections under the direction of 
the Attorney-General, with a view to ascertaining their condition and 
treatment and discharging the duty involved in the relation of the 
Government toward them. Such examinations of this nature as have 
been heretofore conducted have been made as opportunity allowed, with 
but small attempt at regularity, and by officers or employes temporarily 
assigned to that duty as incidental to the discharge of other duties at 
the same time. But the results of these infrequent and sometimes 
cursory investigations have been sufficient to show the necessity of 
measures for more adequate governmental supervision. 

It has been the aim of the Department to see that every possible 
economy is observed in the disbursements from this appropriation, and 
accounts have received the most careful supervision. The increase of 
the number of criminals, however, results necessarily in increased 
expenditures and a call for larger appropriations. The estimates sub- 
mitted are based on the accounts actually rendered for the previous 
years. 

Attention is invited to the discrimination necessarily made in reforma- 
tories between Federal and State prisoners, to the detriment of the 
former, due to the absence of any law authorizing them to receive the 
same commutations of sentence to which local prisoners are entitled. 
Upon this subject the remarks and recommendations in the Attorney- 
General's report of last year are here repeated and indorsed: 

Pending positive action looking to the bnilding of Government prisons and reform- 
atories, the present laws on the sabject of prisoners and their treatment should, I 
think, be revised and amended. Since their enactment conditions have changed 
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greatly, and provisions whwii were once satisfactory are no longer suited, to accom- 
plish the ends in view. This is notably tru« with regard to United States prisoners 
sentenced to reformatories. These institutions, some of them models of their kind, 
are generally so managed under the State laws that the treatment of the inmates and 
the terms of their sentence depend npon their own conduct and efforts. As a rule, 
onl j'^ criminals under the age of 21 years and committed on indeterminate sentences are 
sent there; they are classified into grades, and allowed privileges and advancement 
according to merits earned ; and upon perfect record for a prescribed length of time 
they are entitled to conditional release on parole, and on further satisfactory trial to 
their absolute discharge. 

In these benefits and privileges juvenile convicts who are sent from United States 
courts have no share. Their sentences are fixed, and no matter how perfect their 
Conduct, they can receive only such commutation of sentence as is prescribed for 
prisoners sentenced to prisons and penitentiaries. They are thus deprived, in large 
measure, of those incentives that induce others to work for parole, and the discrim- 
ination thus necessarily made results not infrequently to the absolute prejudice of 
the Federal prisoner, causing him to regard his treatment as a species of injustice 
and encouraging him in insubordination and discontent. To remedy this condition 
Federal prisoners should be placed on the same footing in these institutions as the 
othef inmates, and the statutes should be so' modified as to make applicable to Fed- 
eral prisoners sentenced to reformatories the indeterminate sentence and parole laws 
which govern the State prisoners therein confined. 

I earnestly recommend that such amendments as are proper to accomplish this 
result may be speedily enacted. 

The necessity for suitable United States prisons and reformatories 
has been heretofore urged in the reports to Congress from this Depart- 
ment, and I believe that the time for adequate provision to that end 
has fully arrived. In considering the subject, the question of economy 
should not be deemed the only one of importance. The fact that the 
entire practice with regard to the imprisonment of United States con- 
victs is antiquated and inefficient is but too evident, and furnishes 
sufficient warrant for the substitution of better methods. 

An act was passed by the Fifty-first Congress authorizing the pur- 
chase of sites for the erection of three United States prisons, but was 
held to be inoperative because it carried no appropriation. Should it 
be deemed inexpedient now to make an appropriation sufficient to carry 
out all the original purposes of that law, it is suggested that at least 
one penitentiary should be established in a Southern State for the con- 
finement of convicts from Southern districts. This measure seems to me 
to be imperatively demanded for reasons of humanity as well as econ- 
omy. But few State institutions in that section can be used for Federal 
prisoners, who are consequently sent to penitentiaries in Northern dis- 
tricts. The change of climate involved results injuriously, and execu- 
tive clemency is frequently invoked and exercised on the ground alone 
that the prisoner's health has been i)ermanently broken and incurable 
disease contracted by the severity of the Koi'thern winters. 

I have ascertained that there are in the South quite a large number 
of reservations belonging to the Government, military and otherwise, 
among which a suitable site for a prison could doubtless be selected. 
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If not, offers made after the passage of the act just mentioned show 
that the land required would doubtless be furnished free of cost to the 
Government.

FORT LEAVENWORTH PENITENTIARY. 

The last Congress provided for the transfer of the military prison at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kans., from the War Department to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, to be thereafter designated as the United States 
Penitentiary. This prison had long been used for the confinement of 
military offenders, was in close proximity to the military post, and was 
deemed well adapted to the purposes of a military prison. In its pres- 
ent condition, however, it does not wholly meet the requirements of a 
large and first-class penitentiary for civil prisoners, among whom are 
often numbered many desperate men under sentences for life or long 
terms, for whose security every precaution is essential. The cell houses 
are comfortable, but not built on modern lines, and the walls, but 20 feet 
high and at points still less, afford inadequate security. On these 
accounts and because of the necessity for employing prisoners on out- 
of-door work, a comparatively large guard force is required. 

The prison is fairly well equipped with workshops, steam and elec- 
tric plants, etc., but at present no industries are carried on with the 
exception of brickmaking, stone quarrying, and farm work. Only about 
500 convicts can be accommodated, which is less than one-fifth of the 
whole number of Federal prisoners in the country. It is proposed to 
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use it chiefly for prisoners convicted in the judicial districts adjacent 
to Kansas, from which transportation expenses will be light, and in this 
way effect a considerable saving in the amount heretofore paid on that 
account. It is expected that the penitentiary will have received its 
full complement of inmates within the next few months from convic- 
tions in those districts for which it has been designated. A number of 
prisoners have been transferred to it from other institutions, as author- 
ized by law, but it was found upon investigation that many transfers, 
otherwise desirable, could not be effected without working injustice 
and hardship to the prisoners, on account of the varied rules with 
regard to commutation for good conduct. 

The law applicable to this prison allows two months' deduction on 
each year of the term for good conduct, while in most of the State pris- 
ons from which transfers were contemplated a much more liberal sys- 
tem prevailed. The effect of such transfers would be to deprive the 
prisoner of a valued privilege already partly earned and really add 
months to his term by placing him under the operation of a less liberal 
rate of commutation. 

In view of these facts, and in order to place prisoners in the United 
States Penitentiary on an equal footing with convicts in the best State 
institutions, I recommend that the law in this respect be changed so 
as to authorize the Attorney-General, when making rules for the gov- 
ernment of this institution, to allow the following rates of commutation 
for continuous good conduct, which are those in force in the Ohio Peni- 
tentiary, and do not materially differ from those allowed in the other 
tii-st-class State prisons :

The question of employment at the penitentiary furnishes a subject 
for serious consideration. The act of transfer provides that convicts can 
only be employed on the reservation and for the Government, but the 
particular nature of the work is not specified. It would seem to have 
been contemplated that the industries on which the military convicts 
had been employed would be continued in the production of articles for 
the use of the Army and army posts, the machinery in the shops hav- 
ing been included in the transfer. But in the absence of any specific 
authority for such employment, all work of the kind has been discon- 
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tinned, with the result .that the prisoners are emi^loyed almost Avholly 
in outdoor labor, such as brickmaking, stonecuttiug, and farm work 
The shops and machinery are idle and regular or profitable indoor 
labor is practically suspended. Unless some means are adopted for 
the employment of these prisoners in the shops, with the approach of 
winter enforced idleness will result, with all its attendant evils. I rec- 
ommend that for the present general authority be given the Attorney- 
General to direct the employment of labor in prisons conducted by the 
Government so as to effect the best results possible under the cireum- 
stances, and that any unused funds which can be saved* by careful 
management from the gross appropriation for the maintenance of said 
institutions may be used under his direction in the purchase of 
materials for the shops or in repairs or construction of necessary 
additions. 

Under the authority conferred upon me 1 have appointed J. W. 
French as warden, having selected him on account of his experience 
as a prison oflScer and his general fitness for the position. Under his 
management the penitentiary has been kept in excellent condition, 
thorough discipline has been maintained, and its affairs economically 
and faithfully administered. So far as practicable the employes under 
Captain Pope, U. S. A., the efficient commandant of the then military 
prison, have been retained. The guards now employed were mostly 
members of the provost guard at the military prison, whose discharges 
from the Army were asked and obtained in order that their services 
might be available for this purpose. As was expected, they have 
proved themselves thoroughly efficient. The entire organization has 
been made on the basis of fitness alone. It will be remembered that 
the law provides for the sentencing of military prisoners to this peni- 
tentiary. Some, have already been confined there, and the number is 
likely to be increased. This class of prisoners is not include^ in the 
number of Federal prisoners given above. 

JAIL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The jail in the District of Columbia is now in excellent condition. A 
number of needed minor changes and repairs have been made, by means 
of which the cooking and heating facilities have been greatly improved 
and the labor of conducting the institution in many ways reduced. By 
reason of favorable contracts for supplies and the careful supervision of 
accounts by this Department, with the cooperation of the warden and 
jail officials, the expenses of subsistence have been considerably reduced, 
though no complaint can be made as to the quantity or quality of the 
food. 

I desire to invite attention to the necessity for additional room for 
female prisoners, the present quarters being wholly inadequate. Former 
reports have urged this necessity and recommended the erection of an 
additional wing for this purpose. If this is deemed inexpedient at this 
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time, it is suggested that an upper floor in the rear of the jail, at pres- 
ent unused, might be made available and the requisite cell accommo- 
dations completed at a comparatively small cost. To the end that the 
crowded condition of that portion of the jail may be relieved as soon 
as possible, I respectfully recommend an appropriation of $6,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, for remodeling the space referred 
to and providing the necessary cell rooms for female prisoners. 

I would also repeat the recommendations heretofore made relative to 
the building of a wall around the jail inclosure. It is greatly needed 
and would add much to the security and apx)earance of the institution. 

During the year ending October 31, 18^, 2,444 prisoners were com- 
mitted to the jail, with a daily average of 396. The details concerning 
them, showing offenses committed, etc., are given in the warden's 
report herewith (Exhibit N).

showing an increase in the number of applications from 516 in 1894 to 557 in 1895, 
notwithstanding which only 33 cases failed to be acted on. 

REFORM SCHOOL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The report of the board of trustees of the Eeform School of the 
District of Columbia (Exhibit L) shows that at the beginning of the 
last fiscal year there were in the school 201 boys; there were received 
during the year 112 — a total of 313, as against 325 for the previous year. 
Fifty- three of those received were committed by the police court and 
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16 by the supreme court of the District of Columbia, 22 by United 
States courts outside of the District, and 21 by the president of the 
board of trustees. 

There were discharged during the year 68 by order of the trustees, 
9 by expiration of sentence (United States courts), 6 by order of court 
(change of sentence), 1 by pardon, and 8 escaped and are still absent, 
leaving in the school June 30, 1895, 221. There were no deaths during 
the year, and the general health of the inmates has been and is good. 

The trustees say they have for years been of the opinion that the 
discharge from tlie school should be liinited, not absolute, and that 
Congress "should be asked to provide by legislation for such control 
by the board of trustees of the boys after discharge as will enable it 
to reclaim and return to the school any boy who, by his bad conduct, 
shows himself amenable to recommitment." They state that a bill on 
this subject was favorably reported to the House of Representatives at 
the first session of the Fiftieth Congress, but was not acted upon. I 
think the suggestion of the board is a good one, and recommend that 
Congress take action thereon. 

aiRLS' REFORM SCHOOL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The Girls' Reform School of the District of Columbia, opened 
November 6, 1893, was built to accommodate 29 girls. The trustees 
have tried the experiment of receiving a greater number, but the result 
was not satisfactory and the attempt will not be renewed, although it is 
matter of constant regret that a force of officers, teachers, and attend- 
ants which is sufficient for a much larger number of inmates should be 
limited in the scope of their work by lack of room for more inmates. 

The report of the president of the board of trustees (Exhibit M) 
shows the condition of the school during the last year, and the recom- 
mendations made by him meet with my approval, especially that for 
an additional appropriation for a new building. I also agree with his 
suggestion that there should be a treasurer. 

To secure harmony and avoid some inconveniences which have 
arisen from time to time, I suggest that this school be put under the 
head of reformatories and prisons, instead of under that of charities, 
in the appropriation bill, as it is not in any proper sense a charitable 
institution.

Exhibit A is a statement of the civil suits to which the United States 
was a party terminated in the circuit and district courts of the United 
States during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1895, and of such suits 
pending in said courts July 1, 1895, as reported by the district attor- 
neys. 

In 1,712 of the 2,751 civil suits terminated during the last fiscal year 
judgments were for the United States; in 203 against the United States, 
and 836 were either dismissed or discontinued; 34 were appealed from 
the district to the circuit court, or from district or circuit court to the 
circuit court of appeals, and 3 from the circuit to the Supreme Court. 

Many of the civil suits reported dismissed or discontinued were set- 
tled by the authority of the Treasury Department and discontinued 
under its direction. There were pending July 1, 1895, 2,608 civil suits 
to which the United States was a party. 

Exhibit B is a statement of the criminal prosecutions terminated in 
the circuit and district <50urts of the United States during the last 
fiscal year, and of such prosecutions pending July 1, 1895. 

Of the 25,949 criminal prosecutions terminated during the last year 
221 were prosecutions under the customs laws, in which there were 126 
convictions, 17 acquittals, and 78 were entered nol. pros., discontinued, 
or quashed; 10,394 under the internal-revenue laws, in which there 
were 6,394 convictions, 1,772 acquittals, and 2,228 were entered nol. 
pros., discontinued, or quashed; 1,485 under post-office laws, in which 
there were 841 convictions, 222 acquittals, and 422 entered nol. pros., 
discontinued, or quashed; 26 under election laws, in which there were 
2 convictions, 5 acquittals, and 19 entered nol. pros., discontinued, or 
quashed; 31 under civil rights and naturalization acts, in which there 
were 8 convictions, 4 acquittals, and 19 entered nol. pros., discon- 
tinued, or quashed; 766 under the intercourse laws, in which there 
were 520 convictions, 116 acquittals, and 130 entered nol. pros., dis- 
continued, or quashed; 506 under the pension laws, in which there 
were 229 convictions, 110 acquittals, and 167 entered nol. pros., dis- 
continued, or quashed ; 86 for embezzlement, in which there were 40 
convictions, 12 acquittals, and 34 entered nol. pros., discontinued, or 
quashed; 12,209 miscellaneous prosecutions, in which there were 7,270 
convictions, 1,899 acquittals, and 3,040 entered nol. pros., discontinued, 
or quashed. 

In many of the prosecutions under the internal-revenue laws entered 
nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed, a compromise and settlement were 
made in the Tnternal-Revenue Bureau of the Treasury Department.

Sir: Irespectfullyaubmit the following report of the business of the 
Departmeut of Justice in the Court of Claims, except that pertaining 
to Indian depredations, which is not in my charge. The last annual 
report extended to the 1st day of November, 1894, and this report cov- 
ers the eusuiug year. 

BUSINESS OF THE COUBT OF CLAIMS. 
CLAIMS UNDER THE BOWMAN ACT. 

Under this act (March 3, 1883, ch. llfi, authorizing reference to the 
Court of Claims of certain claims pending before a Congressional com- 
mittee or an Executive Department for an advisory finding of facta) 
there have been transmitted to the court since the last report 07 eases, 
claiming about $3SS,647.52. 

The total number of cases transmitted to date is 9,317, of which there 
are now pending 7,051 cases. 
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CASES DISPOSED OF. 

During the year 190 cases, claiming $1,104,979.96, were acted on by 
the court and have been or will be reported to Congress. 

Of this number 109 cases, claiming $743,897.47, were dismissed 
because claimants or those they represent were disloyal, or for other 
causes. 

In 10 cases, claiming $29,318.51, findings favorable to the United 
States, on the merits, were filed by the court, and in 71 cases, claiming 
$331,763.98, findings favorable to claimants were filed for $152,849.38. 

Whole number of cases disposed of 190 

Amount claimed in them $1, 104, 979. 96 

Number of cases dismissed 109 

Amount claimed in them $743, 897. 47 

Number of cases favorable to defendants on merits 10* 

Amount claimed in them $29, 318. 51 

Number of cases favorable to claimants 71 

Amount claimed in them $331,763.98 

Amount awarded claimants in them 152, 849. 38 

DEPARTMENTAL CASES. 

Under the same act, one case referred from an Executive Department 
claiming $11,908 was brought to trial and an opinion and findings 
favorable to claimant for $7,714.17 filed by the court and certified to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

There are now pending 11 such cases, the court being asked to pass 
upon certain disputed questions of law and fact. 

FRENCH SPOLIATIONS. 

No new cases of this class have been tried the past year for the rea- 
son that claimants refrain from preparing them, and the court allows 
them to lie dormant as stated in former reports. Many cases prepared 
for trial on the part of the United States are awaiting action of claim- 
ants and the court. 

CLAIMS AGAINST THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Of these there are now pending under the original act (June 16, 1880) 
24 cases, claiming upward of $501,947.42. 

Under the recent act of Congress (February 13, 1895) allowing cer- 
tain of these claimants the rates establisiied and paid by the board of 
public works, higher than those allowed by the court, motions for new 
trial have been filed in about 80 cases, and in 12 of them an amount 
aggregating $29,137.97 allowed by the court to date. The preparation 
of defense in these cases only awaits an appropriation for the expense 
thereof. 

GENERAL AND SPECIAL JURISDICTIONS. 

Since the last report there have been brought 949 cases, claiming 
upward of $4,065,000. 

The total number of such cases now pending (exclusive of the cases 
known as the ^' Letter-carrier cases" ) is 1,444. The amount involved 
can not bo accurately stated, but is very large. 

There were disposed of during the year 573 cases, claiming about 
$2,710,000. In 338 of them, claiming upward of $751,000, judgments 
of dismissal were secured. In 235 cases, claiming about $1,959,000, 
judgments were for claimants for $1,165,889.46. 
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In addition to the above, 3 Indian claims, brought under certain 
treaty provisions, were acted on by the court and decrees favorable to 
claimants entered. 

In one case, brought by claimant for the settlement of his accounts as 
a commissioned ofl&cer in the United States Army, judgment was given 
favorable to claimant; and in one' case, claiming $54,000 for star-route 
mail service, judgment was recovered by the United States on its 
counter claim for $1,500 and dismissal of claimant's demand. 

Whole number of cases disposed of 577 

Amount claimed in them, about $2, 710, 000. 00 

For defendant, 338 cases, claiming about 751, 000. 00 

For claimants, 239 cases, claiming about 1,959,000.00 

Amount recovered by claimants therein 1, 165, 889. 46 

Amount recovered by defendant on counter claim 1, 500. 00 

The above number (577) of cases, however, include 168 cases which 
embody judgments upon the claims of 3,333 individual letter carriers, 
so that the actual number of individual claims passed upon and dis- 
posed of is 3,742 instead of 577. 

SUITS PENDING AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT IN THE CIRCUIT AND 

DISTRICT COURTS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The suits under this jurisdiction are brought under the provisions of 
the act of March 3, 1887, entitled "An act to provide for the bringing 
of suits against the Government of the United States." (1 Supp. Eev. 
Stat., 559.) 

During the year ending October 31, 1895, 48 suits were brought in 
the various circuit and district courts throughout the United States, 
and, with the exception of one suit in which no sum is specified, the 
amount claimed therein is $109,016.94. The matters in controversy in 
these vai'ious suits may be tabulated as follows: 

Fees as United States marshal 6 

Fees as United States attorney 2 

Fees as clerk 5 

Fees as United States commissioner and crier of court 3 

Claims for overtime as mechanics, etc 15 

Miscellaneous matters 17 

In the circuit and district courts 63 suits went to judgment during 
the year, of which 9 were dismissed and 54 were decided in favor of 
the claimants for the sum of $50,240.30 and $1802.99 as costs. In the 
circuit courts of appeals 8 suits were decided, of which the judgments 
of the lower court in 6 were affirmed and 2 were reversed in whole or 
in part; of these, 2 of the former and 1 of the latter were on appeals 
taken by claimants. In the Supreme Court of the United States 1 
case, which was on claimant's appeal, was decided in favor of the 
Government. 

The suits under this jurisdiction are brought in all sections of the 
country, and since the passage of the act 1,197 have been brought. Of 
these there are pending in the circuit and district courts 125 suits, in 
the various circuit courts of appeals 11 suits, in the Supreme Court of 
the United States 5 suits, in one of which joint appeals were taken, and 1 
is i)ending on motion for a rehearing in a district court, and in 6 the 
question as to the propriety of an appeal is now under consideration. 
Of the cases pending on appeal in the circuit court of appeals, 1 is 
taken by the claimant, and in 1 of those in the Supreme (3ourt there is 
a cross appeal taken by the claimant. 
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APPEALS IN SUPREME COURT. 

Since my last report 23 cases of ai)peals to the Supreme Conrt from 
the Court of Claims and 1 from a circuit court have been decided; 12 
favorably to the United States, 6 against them (of which, however, 3 
were voluntarily dismissed), and 4 cases in which joint appeals were 
taken by both parties and judgments were affirmed. The two remaining 
cases were between contending Indian tribes and the United States 
only present as trustee and not affected by the decision. 

Of the 12 cases decided favorably to the United States, 3 were upon 
the Government's appeal, and resulted in setting aside so many adverse 
judgments heretofore reported. Three additional appeals have been 
argued, but are not yet decided. 

There are now pending in the Supreme Court 27 appeals from the 
Court of Claims, and 6 from the circuit and district courts of concur- 
rent jurisdiction, of which 17 are appeals by the Government and 16 by 
the claimants. 

CLASSES SPECIALLY MENTIONED. 

In pursuance of custom of previous years, I call attention to certain 
classes of cases which invite special consideration, either by reason of 
their present or threatened magnitude or number, or by reason of the 
importance of questions involved. 

LETTER-CARRIER CLAIMS. 

Of this class, suits have now been brought in behalf of about 8,000 
individuals, of which more than 4.000 have been tried— 3,333 during 
the past year and 1,025 the year before — by the methods more fully 
described in my report of last year. That method as there stated is so 
easily capable of extension and the arrearage of business, great already, 
is so rapidly increasing, that a special appropriation of $10,000 for 
this class of work ought to be made to enable its more rapid comple- 
tion. The existing scandal of the unseemly delay of suitors in the 
Court of Claims demands the attention of executive officers and Con- 
gress to any steps which can diminish it. The present method of try- 
ing these letter-carrier claims impose little or no burden upon the court, 
and hardly at all serves to diminish the volume of other business 
which it can dispatch. About 1,200 more of these claims have been 
examined but not yet submitted to the court for its action. 

REBATE ON ALCOHOL IN ARTS AND MEDICINES. 

The anticipation suggested in my last report has been fully realized, 
and there have been commenced the past year 375 suits to recover 
the tax paid on alcohol used in various manufactures, under the pro- 
visions of section 61 of the tariff act of 1894. The amounts involved in 
those suits alone is not far from $2,500,000 now, and every day adds 
largely thereto. It is estimated by the Commissioner of Internal Eeve- 
nue that the number of people entitled to recover under that act is in 
excess of 30,000, and the annual amount more than $10,000,000. This 
appalling volume of litigation upon causes of action in which it is obvi- 
ous that the subsequent investigation, which alone is possible in a judi- 
cial trial, is wholly inadequate to guard against frauds, is due to the 
decision of the Secretary of the Treasury that Congress has failed to 
provide him with means to regulate and inspect the use of this alcohol — 
a necessary prerequisite to departmental repayment of the tax paid 
thereon. 
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These cases present questions of fact varying with each individual, 
and each presents great possibilities of fraud. If they are to be tried 
in the Court of Claims, that court and the defensive force in the Depart- 
ment must be multiplied many-fold. 

WAR CLAIMS CASES UNDER BOWMAN ACT. 

The past spring and summer has been distinguished by very unusual 
activity in the taking of testimony in this class of cases. The Govern- 
ment is obliged to meet claimants' notices to take depositions. The 
current appropriation from which such expenses are paid has therefore 
been depleted with unusual rapidity, and will be exhausted much before 
the end of the fiscal year. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

Although the force devoted to the defense of the United States in 
the Court of Claims has been able again to accomplish disposal of an 
increased amount of business, as evidenced by the judgments upon the 
separate claims of over 3,900 individuals represented m the total 780 
cases, yet the arrearages, already so great, have again increased. Meri- 
torious claimants must therefore continue to suffer such delays as to 
almost justify the current belief that the privilege of suit against the. 
Government is a mere travesty. They will doubtless continue to burden 
Members of Congress and officers of this Department with complaints 
and solicitation. We can only respond with commiseration instead of 
hope of early hearing. 

No substantial im])rovement can be anticipated save from increasing 
the force charged with the defense of these claims. With 9,000 cases 
pending and a force competent to the annual disposal of less than 
800, nothing can be expected save delays amounting practically to 
denial of justice. If this is to be cured. Congress must first make the 
force in this Department sufficient to fully occupy the time of the court. 
For this an increase of at least one-third in number of assiistant attor- 
neys, two additional clerks, and increase of general appropriation to 
$40,000 are imperatively necessary. Not until this has been done and 
the increased force put in operation is it feasible to seek enlargement 
of the court's capacity, which at present is adequate for the considera- 
tion of more cases than this Department can prepare.

Indian depredation claims. 

Department of Justice, 
Washington, D. 0., November 9, 1895. 

Sir: Herewith I submit to you my report of the business relating to 
the defense of Indian depredation claims for the past year. 

With the opening a few days since of the fall session of the court 
having jurisdiction of the cases, I made the announcement that the 
United States had prepared and was ready to have heard some 300 
cases at any time the claimants and the court should be ready 
to hear the same. The claims in which the defenses have been full^ 
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prepared for hearing, as stated to the court, include very nearly all 
of those judgment cases in wliich, under the act of August 23, 1894, and 
the provisions of section 1088 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, motions for new trial were filed, and those of the preferred 
cases reopened either by the claimants or by the Government where 
the Government has completed its defenses ; and also those unpreferred 
cases in their order on the notice book where the defenses have been 
made as complete as could be. 

Since my last annual report considerable progress has been made 
with the business relating to claims on account of Indian depreda- 
tions; and with the determination in the Supreme Court of certain cases 
which, at my instance, were specially advanced for hearing at this time, 
involving some of the most important questions adjudicated by the 
lower court adversely to the claimants, the work of the Department 
may be said to be in excellent shape for effectively speeding the cases to 
final disposition. In the time named my labors, together with the exer- 
tions of the small force assisting me in the work, have been directed — 

(1) To the preparation and presentation of numerous cases involv- 
ing questions in other cases of the same class, or supposed to be of the 
same class, and which, for reasons of economy to the Government and 
utility to the general body of claimants, I have deemed it advisable to 
present as test cases. The last volume of the reports of the decisions 
of the Court of Claims will disclose in part the number and character 
of the cases so presented, while the records of the court will also exhibit 
numerous other cases, not yet reported, illustrative of classes of cases 
brought under the act. In this connection it is proper to add that I 
have personally prepared the defenses in a number of cases now pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court on the appeal of the claimants from the decis- 
ions of the lower court. The importance of the questions involved in 
these appeals and the variety of subjects embraced within them, as 
well as the large amounts turning upon the views which the court of 
last resort shall take, have justified, I trust, the time and attention 
devoted to their preparation. 

(2) To th.e examination of the judgments directed by the act of August 
23, 1894 (Stat. L., third session Fifty- third Congress, p. 869), to be inves- 
tigated; taking testimony and collecting record evidence therein and 
preparing briefs in such of the judgments as the Department was unable 
and unwilling to certify under the provisions of the act for the causes 
set forth in the motions for new trial in the respective cases. This work 
has greatly retarded the progress of the office with the current work, 
but has been unavoidable in the endeavor to fully comply with the 
requirements of the law. While many of the claimants in these judg- 
ment cases are now asking that the hearing of the motions be delayed 
until the determination of the questions involved in certain cases 
appealed to the Supreme Court, other judgment claimants have insisted 
upon the presentation of the motions for new trial and the reasons in 
support thereof, thereby compelling me to brief the cases in their order. 
In the attempt to do the work as we came to the cases in their proper 
order on the docket, I have presented the defenses without discrimina- 
tion as to time or otherwise between claimants, and am now ready for 
trial in all of those judgments sought to be set aside, with the exception 
of a few scattering cases where the proof has not been closed from 
reasons of necessity. 

(3) To the preparation for trial of the cases covering claims which 
have been heretofore examined, approved, and allowed by the Secretary 
of the Interior under the act of March 3, 1886, which are given priority 
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of consideration by the act of March 3, 1891, and constitute the class 
known as " preferred" claims. In the 235 of such cases which, accord- 
ing to my last annual report, were pending or were claimed to be pend- 
ing as '' preferred " cases by the claimants, all action has been taken on 
behalf of the defense that is possible. A considerable number of these 
cases in which the defendants' briefs have been filed are still awaiting 
preparation for trial on the part of the claimants. The decisions of 
the court rendered during my administration of the business of the 
office have caused me to reopen many of the preferred cases, thereby 
rendering necessary the preparation and filing of briefs in support of 
the defenses offered. Action has therefore been taken in all of the cases 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the Court of Claims from the Interior 
Department by the act of March 3, 1891, and which, under the com- 
mand of the fourth section of that act, were directed to be given pri- 
ority of consideration by this Department The time and labor involved 
in the investigation of the records in these preferred cases has been 
great, considering the voluminous character of the reports, documents, 
ex parte affidavits, and other papers on file with the various cases, and 
the necessity to collect such other information as could be obtained for 
the defense outside of these records. 

(4) To affording claimants generally an opportunity of taking their 
evidence and for this purpose keeping the assistants operating in the 
field continuously at work at such places as, under the rules of the court, 
testimony in the cases could be taken upon the request of the claim- 
ants, and obtaining evidence for the defendants wherever the same 
could be found upon inquiry. 

(5) To briefing such of the unpreferred cases on the notice book in 
their proper order as the state of the record in each case has permitted. 
Some progress has been made with this part of the work, and in con- 
nection with the cases that we shall continue to brief from week to 
week the attention of the court will be asked for a reasonable amount 
of business during the term. In dealing with the cases noted for trial 
by the claimants it has transpired so far that some eighty of them in 
number are not properly noted, and, for various reasons generally accept- 
able to claimants, such cases have been passed for future consideration. 
The cases thus passed have been noted for trial prematurely by the 
representatives of the claimants in the belief that the claims were of 
the preferred class (in which, unless reopened, no briefs are required), 
but upon investigation it is learned that the cases mentioned are not 
entitled to priority of consideration and the Government can not, under 
the rules, file briefs before the claimants have done so. 

(6) To the settlement before the court of numerous contentions as to 
whether certain claims were really allowed claims under the act of 1885. 
Most of the questions of this character have finally been settled by the 
court upon the hearing of the proper motions. Our time has also been 
engaged in the consideration of motions relating to the amendments of 
petitions and motions for the taking of testimony in special cases (and 
particularly under the provisions of section 1080 of the Eevised Stat- 
utes) and in the consideration of motions in other matters incident to 
the defense of cases i^rosecuted by claimants generally. 

For the accomplishment of these duties, including the conduct of a 
voluminous correspondence and the preparation of information and 
instructions to the assistants in the field taking testimony and carry- 
ing on the executive work of the Department, I have had the profes- 
sional cooperation of only three assistants for the work of the office 
and the court room, though recently I have secured the temporary 
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service of one other assistant; and for the actual taking of testimony 
at places remote from the seat of Government I have had the profes- 
sional cooperation of but three regular assistants operatmg generally 
and one special, operating from time to time as necessity required. For 
the clerical work the appropriation has only justified tlie assistance of 
one law clerk and two stenographers. The office force has been occa- 
sionally detached for the purpose of taking testimony as exigencies 
have arisen, particularly where the age or infirmity of the witnesses in 
the cases has seemed to make it proper and necessary to do so in the 
interests of justice. I have also taken proof in some cases myself. 

The limited appropriation for the defense of Indian depredation claims 
has precluded me from recommending an increase of the force or sug- 
gesting employments except of a temporary character for emergency 
work. The small force employed has been inadequate for greater prog- 
ress. Indeed, to systematize, thoroughly investigate, and carefully 
ascertain and present the defenses, neglecting nothing of importance 
to the tribes whose annuities are sought to be taken (and who quietly 
stand off suggesting nothing and offering no defenses except such as I 
shall make without their aid or cooperation), and under pressure from 
many sources to proceed where 1 am unable to do so with justice to the 
tribes and the United States, I have felt that the opportunities at my 
command to make the proper defenses within the time expected have 
been insufficient. But in view of the character of our labors, the 
diversity of the questions presented, and the time necessary for the 
investigations, I desire to say here that no officials of the Government 
have been more diligently and assiduously engaged in the performance 
of public duty than those connected with the defense of Indian dep- 
radation claims since my connection with the work. How well these 
duties have been performed must be measured by the results and not 
by any statements of my own. 

The strongest defense applicable to the largest number of the cases 
has been and will continue to be (unless the court of last resort shall 
reverse the judgments of the Court of Claims in that particular) the want 
of amity of the tribe charged with the United States at the time of the 
alleged losses. Some idea of the extent and character of the work of 
preparing this single defense may be gathered from the statement that 
at the instance of this Department a resolution adopted by the Senate 
in the Fifty-third Congress requesting the Secretary of War to furnish 
to that body a statement showing fully and in detail all expeditions 
and engagements by the military forces of the United States with hos- 
tile bands or tribes of Indians for the period beginning January 1, 1850, 
and ending June 30, 1894, submitting with said statement copies of all 
correspondence and reports relating to the said expeditions against and 
engagements with the said Indian bands or tribes, was rescinded by the 
body which adopted it upon information from the War Department that 
the time, labor and expense that would probably be required to comply 
with the resolution were too considerable to be met within reasonable 
time or at reasonable expense. From information gathered at the War 
Department at the time, according to my recollection, it was learned 
that a compliance with the resolution would involve the services of prob- 
ably one hundred men for a year's time in the collection of the necessary 
information sought. 

Inasmuch as the reports, letters, maps, correspondence, and public 
documents relating to the military expeditions against and engage- 
ments with the Indians are accepted by the court as matter of proper 
judicial knowledge if brought to the attention of the court, it will 
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readily be seen that the work of extracting this iuformation by three 
or four men and presenting the same as proof has consumed time abso- 
lutely necessary to be taken in defending claims where hostilities have 
been supposed to exist between the tribes and the United States. The 
meager reports from official sources which have found their way into 
print relating to the military operations with the Indians have not 
always proven reliable and satisfactory. For instance, under date of 
May 1, 1895, the Secretary of War addressed a letter to this Depart- 
ment, in answer to our call upon him for information relating to the 
operations of the military division of the Missouri with the Indian 
tribes from January 1, 1866, to January 1, 1891, Stating that a chrono- 
logical list of actions with the Indians between the times named was 
originally published in pamphlet form for the use of the War Depart- 
ment only, but was found to contain so many errors that a complete 
revision would be required to make it of any use, and that in any case 
the publication would be too misleading to be used for the purpose of 
making defense to Indian depredation claims. 

I greatly regret to say that it is impossible in a large number of the 
cases to find any proof of material benefit to the defense respecting 
the fact of the alleged depredations and the provocation given for the 
acts of the Indians in the taking. The inability to obtain evidence of a 
direct character relating to the values of the property charged to have 
been taken is also consequent upon the conditions which surround us 
in the defense of stale claims. The tribes charged do not aid us any in 
giving information or furnishing proof, as I have stated. Strenuous 
efforts to get the Indians to supply information and furnish proof have 
been made by me ever since my connection with the Department. In 
the early part of the year I sent a special agent to Oklahoma Territory 
for the purpose of obtaining testimony from Geronimo and his band of 
captive Apaches in certain cases involving considerable sums of money 
where the petitions alleged that the Apaches under Geronimo were the 
depredators; and again, in the summer, I conferred through an assist- 
ant of the* Department with the Utah Indians on the Uncompahgre 
Eeservation for the purpose of obtaining testimony in a number of suits 
against that tribe and the United States where the losses had their 
origin in Utah, and where it was reasonably inferred members of that 
tribe could give particular information of special value to the defense. 
Nothing came of these and other general efforts to secure Indian testi- 
mony. Army officers and Indian agents state that the reservation 
Indians are generally suspicious of any effort to obtain testimony from 
them or to see them for any purpose, and moreover, the tribes seem 
impresseji with the belief that the judgments against them will not be 
charged to their annuities, but that the United States will pay such 
judgments without resort to Indian funds at any time. 

No better statement of the disadvantages under which we labor in 
defending these suits can be found than that which appears in a recent 
decision of the Court of Claims in the case of Minter Truitt v. The 
United States et al., where Mr. Chief Justice Eichardson, delivering the 
opinion of the court on an application made by me for an order direct- 
ing the claimant to appear upon reasonable notice before a commissioner 
of the court to be examined on oath touching his claim under the pro- 
visions of section 1080 of the Eevised Statutes, said: 

Besides the embarrassments to which the attorneys for the defendants are subject 
in other cases, there are many and very great additional ones in cases under the act 
(depredation act). 

These latter are not founded on any liability of the Government growing out of acts 
of public officers as to which the facts were originally and might still be within their 
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knowledge, bnt are instituted for the recovery of compensation under special statute 
provisions assuming liability for damages committed by Indians on tlie borders of 
civilization all along the lino from Texa« to Oregon, hundreds and thousands of miles 
from Washington, where the officers of the Department of Justice, charged with the 
duty of defending the United States in a great number of cases thrown upon them 
all at once, are required by law to be located, and of the facts of which, in the first 
instance, no public officer ever had any cognizance. Many of the depredations, prob- 
ably one-half, were committed from twenty to forty years ago, and the claimants are 
granted the extraordinary privilege, not usually accorded to other creditors of the 
Government, of a waiver of all questions of limitations as to the time and manner 
of presenting their claims, except the three-year limitation for bringing actions in 
this court, and that upon cases originating before July 1, 18()5, not already presented. 
It must be assumed that after this lapse of time and under the peculiar circum- 
stances, the claimants alone know the living witnesses, while in ordinary suits 
between individuals of recent origin the witnesses are supposed to be known to both 
parties alike. The difficulties the defendants are subjected to in ascertaining whom 
they might or should call for the defense are almost insurmountable, in addition to 
the great expense attending the investigation. 

This language, illustrating some of our embarrassments as well as 
some of the difficulties of the court in passing on the facts, has been 
emphasized by another opinion. In the case of Stone v. The United 
States and the Cheyennes and Arapahocs (29 C. Cls. E., Ill) the court, 
in finding adversely to the claimant because of the presumptions grow- 
ing out of the long lapse of time Stone had allowed to intervene before 
presenting his case while one of the Departments of the Government 
was open to him for the investigation of the claim, and where out of a 
possible thirteen witnesses only the claimant and one other person tes- 
tified in the case, said (Mr. Justice No tt delivering the opinion) : 

Everything here depends upon the party in interest and a single witness. ♦ * « 
There are no precedents to guide the court, for it is believed that never before have 
parties been allowed to disregard their legal obligations to present their claims within 
a reasonable time to the proper officer, Department, or agent of the Government 
charged with their investigation, and then assert a right of action for the iii'st time 
more than twenty-eight years, it may be, after the event, and that event occurring 
in a region of the country tvhere it ia now practically impossible for the defendants to 
procure evidence in rebuttal. 

My own experience and the reports of the assistants representing 
the Department in the examination of witnesses fully sustain every- 
thing cited relating to the embarrassments and difficulties attending 
the defenses. Besides the trouble of finding witnesses who can testify, 
we have equal difficulty in obtaining testimony from persons residing 
in the neighborhood of the claimants and at the alleged places of depre- 
dation who, presumably, know something of the facts and the circum- 
stances relating to the losses. Such persons are generally unwilling to 
give evidence against the claims of their neighbors. Nevertheless, it 
has been my practice as well as my duty to make every reasonable 
exertion to secure testimony in all cases, although the time neces- 
sary for this purpose has been taken at the risk of complaints from 
those claimants who have not had the opportunity of oflPering their 
proof. In some instances the time and attention thus bestowed have 
been the means of defeating claims involving considerable sums of 
money, and notably so in some cases heretofore pressed for trial, but 
not now urged because of the action of the Department. There are 
several of these cases which will not likely be noted for trial by the 
claimants during my term of office. In the pressure from some of those 
persons having claims who have not had the opportunity of presenting 
their proof, and who desire to offer their evidence, I have not been able 
to give as much time in looking for and obtaining testimony for the 
defense as I should like, and under other circumstances would take, 
as the proof has been closed by the claimants for their side of the case. 
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Every claim, however, has been noted for future examination and X)roof 
where a reasonable prospect has been afforded for anything of value to 
be found. 

These observations concerning the difficulties incident to obtaining 
testimony in rebuttal of value to the defense apply with great force to 
that numerous class of claims transferred from the Interior Department 
and depending on the ex parte affidavits and papers on file before the 
transfer of the cases to the court. The fourth section of the act of 
March 3, 1891, expressly directs that in considering the merits of claims 
presented to tlie court any testimony, affidavits, reports of special agents 
or other officers, and such other papers on file in the Departments or in 
the courts relating to such claims shall be considered by the court as 
competent evidence and such weight given thereto as in the judgment 
of the court is right and proper. In some of the claims of this char* 
acter I have been able to introduce record proof showing the presenta- 
tion of claims to the Mexican Government for the depredations of 
Indians on the border of that country and the United States believed 
to cover the same property sued for here; and in other cases certificates 
under oath of claimants made about the time of the alleged losses to 
the tax assessors of the communities where claimants resided have 
•been introduced showing no returns of the property alleged to be lost 
or greatly reduced values if returned for assessment at all, while in 
some instances general proof of the value of property has been found 
decreasing, or tending to decrease, the estimates made by claimants 
and their witnesses of the property alleged to have been lost. 

In the foregoing statement I am not unmindful of the equal embar- 
rassments of some of those claimants who did not avail themselves 
of the privilege of having their claims investigated under the laws 
authorizing the examination of claims by the Secretary of the Interior. 
For whatever benefit honest claimants may derive from this part of 
my report, I think it proper to add that the facts upon which the 
claims are founded are necessarily obscured in numerous instances from 
loss of testimony and death of witnesses. Witnesses have also disap- 
peared or removed to sections of the country remote from the scene of 
the alleged depredations and places of residence of claimants, making 
it impracticable in some cases for claimants to keep in touch with 
those most familiar with the facts. This statement will carry with it 
the explanation for the necessity of the representatives of the Govern- 
ment oftentimes to visit numerous places to cross-examine witnesses 
desired to be offered by claimants in single cases. 

On account of the delays to the expected progress of the work and 
the expense to the United States, as well as the uncertainty of the 
Government obtaining due benefit therefrom, I have not availed myself 
of the privilege of asking the court to direct testimony to be taken 
under the provisions of section 1080 of the Eevised Statutes in as 
many cases as under other circumstances I might. 

In my last annual report I adverted to the value of this statute (sec. 
1080, Eev. Stat.) as a statutory method of uncovering and unfolding 
what a claimant has in his case in advance and in time to give the 
defendants an opportunity to know what is best to be done by way of 
defense before the claimant has offered his proof. This section of the 
statute provides that the court may, at the instance of the attorney 
representing the United States, make an order in any case pending in 
the court directing the claimant to appear upon reasonable notice before 
any commissioner of the court to be examined on oath touching any or 
all matters pertaining to the claim, and when the testimony is thus

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taken the same to be returned and filed, and, at the discretion of the 
attorney of the United States, used as evidence on the trial. The stat- 
ute is really the substitute for a bill of discovery made applicable to 
cases pending in the Court of Claims. It has its value, but its frequent 
use is disappointing to those charged with the defense of claims against 
the Government. The policy of the statute has been declared to be dic- 
tated by the fact that the agents of the Government are at serious dis- 
advantage in defending suits in the Court of Claims on account of their 
l)ersonal ignorance of the facts and of the witnesses and evidence nec- 
essary to rebut the cases and the necessity to depend on distant and 
uninterested x)arties, or parties whose sympathies and interests are with 
the claimants, while the claimants have years to prepare and get up 
their cases and to select the most favorable proof to sustain claims by 
which the Treasury is often greatly defrauded. (Ex-parte Eussell, 13 
Wall., 668.) 

Some objections have been raised to the mode and manner of taking 
testimony in the defense of claims and by some persons speaking to the 
matter without adequate information of the time taken by the repre- 
sentatives of the Government to secure evidence in the respective cases. 
In taking testimony, however, I have been governed strictly by the 
rules of the court made for the purpose under the requirements of 
the law and by the necessities of the defense. For such time as has 
been taken to procure evidence in special cases to defeat claims, nothing 
need be stated. For the time taken to do the work for the cross-exami- 
nation of witnesses offered in the prosecution of claims, the claimants 
themselves are responsible for more delay than many of them are will- 
ing to admit. Numerous instances have occurred where claimants 
apparently have not thought under the present state of the decisions 
they could win, and consequently such claimants have not offered their 
proof, although given the opportunity to offer the same. This is espe- 
cially true of cases coming from certain localities in Oregon and New 
Mexico. Numbers of claimants have declined to take evidence or to 
take measures to present witnesses, just as some other claimants whose 
testimony is all in have declined to brief their cases or take steps to 
have the court try the issues. I have not felt disposed under the rules 
of the court referring to the right of the Government to dismiss neg- 
lected cases to make motions to have any cases dismissed by reason of 
neglect on the part of the claimants because of the uncertainty attend- 
ing the final settlement of the questions involved in the test cases 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 

Under the present system testimony may be taken in two ways: 
(1) On oral examination in the regular course of business according to 
the custom that has always obtained in the Department under the 
rules of the court; (2) on written interrogatories for special reasons 
under the orders of the court. 

Under the first method the best results have been accomplished by 
a representative of the Department seeing the witnesses, ascertaining 
their standing, and subjecting the testimony offered by the claimants 
to the test of a rigid cross-examination. 

Under the second method testimony is taken upon written inter- 
rogiitories jjrepared by the parties and propounded by a commissioner, 
no one being present except the commis^^ioner and witness. 

Whatever objections may exist to the first -method it is nevertheless 
the only method which affords the Government a chance to make the 
most favorable defense. 

The objection to the second method is that, while economical, it does 
not result in securing full and complete testimony, and its reliability is 
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open to serious question. Hence, testimony taken upon written inter- 
rogatories is not only unsatisfactory to those charged with the defense 
of cases, but is equally unsatisfactory to the court because of the 
unreliable character of the evidence. 

I am frequently asked by claimants and those interested for claim- 
ants why local attorneys for the cross-examination of witnesses and 
the investigation of cases for the defense are not employed. In the 
first place, the appropriation does not justify the employment of local 
counsel. In the second place, attorneys of character and standing in 
their profession are generally unwilling to represent the Government 
in cases involving large sums of money for the small compensation 
the Department is authorized to pay. In the third place, the want of 
familiarity of local attorneys generally with the defenses and the time 
necessary to be taken to give such attorneys entire familiarity with the 
decisions affecting the claims and the special character of the work 
does not tend to promote the best defense of claims against the 
Government. 

The employment of attorneys of the United States for the respective 
districts in which they are commissioned is even more unsatisfactory. 
It is only in spare hours or days that United States district attorneys 
can attend to claims pending against the Government outside of their 
own work, the courts in which their duties engage them being in session 
much of the time and other duties requiring their attention in such 
vacation as they may have, in consequence of which, when witnesses 
are offered in support of claims against the Government or in rebuttal 
of such claims, these officials are not ready to proceed. 

Experience has shown that attorneys regularly engaged for the 
defense of claims, with the employment of such special assistants as 
occasion may require, afford the Government the best and safest means 
of making the proper defenses.

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The judgments mentioned in the last item are those cases in which 
motions for new trial have been made under section 1088, Bevised 
Statutes of the United States, and the special act of August 23, 1894 
(Stat. L., third session Fifty-third Congress, 869). In a preceding 
report I have made a full and explicit statement of the causes under- 
lying the motions for the new trial in the cases where such motions 
have been filed. Since my report relating to these judgment cases 
motions have been withdrawn in the following, to wit, ^08 (Stack), 
6304 (Eoach), 4896 (Gilliland), 4708 (Edgin), 4309 (Green), for the 
reason that in response to a request for information from the War 
Department a return was made giving the report of Col. B. H. Grier- 
son, at Fort Sill, Ind. T., in which report it is shown that the defendant 
Indians at the date of the dei)redation8 were in amity with the United 
States. This report does not appear in any of the printed publications 
and t^e information was not accessible to me at the time the motions 
were made. 

It was stated in my report of January 23, 1895, referring to numeroos 
cases against the Kiowas and Comanches which had gone to judgment, 
that there had not been an adjudication by the court upon the amity of 
those tribes for the certain years involved in the motions for new trial, 
and that in the event of a holding on this subject adverse to the Gov- 
ernment in cases where the depredations occurred during the same period 
the motions would be withdrawn and the judgment certified where the 
want of amity was the sole ground of the motion. The court held 
adversely on this subject as to certain periods in the years 1867, 1870, 
and 1872, and other cases in which the motions were based upon the 
want of amity during those periods have accordingly been certified for 
payment. 

It was also stated that the question of the right to render judgment 
against all the Sioux or Apache tribes under a general national desig- 
nation was presented for the first time in certain motions, and that 
in the event a motion of this character should be denied other cases 
depending upon that objection alone would also be certified for payment. 
In the case of Jeremiah Graham, "No. 614, the court in a written opinion 
sustained the objection, but permitted an amendment of the judgment 
so as that it should run against the guilty tribe, holding that, notwith- 
standing the limitation in the a<5t of March 3, 1891, as to the period in 
which suits might be brought, a suit against the Sioux or the Apaches 
included every tribe forming a component part of the respective nations. 
Upon petition to rehear the court adhered to its original opinion, and 
accordingly that ground of objection will be abandoned in other motions. 

A number of motions depended upon the absence of proof in the rec- 
ord showing the citizenship of the claimant. In perhaps fifteen cases 
my investigation showed positively the alienage of the claimant, and in 
such of these as have been heard new trials have been awarded. There 
are several cases involving the question of citizen shij) which have not 
yet been prepared on behalf of the claimants. In other cases where the 
motions were based upon this ground they have been withdrawn upon 
the filing of proof either by claimants or defendants showing the citizen- 
ship of the claimant, and in the taking of such proof the Government 
has extended to claimants every reasonable facility. 

There are a great number of motions yet pending, either not pre- 
pared on behalf of claimants or not yet reached for hearing, which fall 
into classes, eacli involving the amity of a certain tribe of Indians for 
a certain period. An adverse decision in one such case would of course 
result in the dismissal of the motions in other cases of the same class. 
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The failure to prepare many of such cases on behalf of claimants is 
doubtless attributable to the policy of awaiting the decision of tlie 
JSupreme Court ou the subject of amity in the cases which in a few days 
"will be presented there. In the event of a decision by that tribunal 
I'avorable to the defendants, it will of course operate to sustain many 
of the motions depending upon the allegation of a want of amity. In 
case of an adverse decision, it would result that the motions would be 
heard upon the other grounds assigned therein. 

I have stated that certain cases involving some of the most important 
questions adjudicated by the lower court adverft>ely to the claimants 
have been advanced for special hearing, at my instance, in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The appellants in the cases mentioned 
having made no movement themselves for the advancement of these 
appeals, but having chosen to remit the matter of an early hearing to 
such action as the Department might take in the premises, I preferred 
an official request to the Solicitor-General in office at the time of the 
filing of the transcripts to move the Supreme Court to advance the 
cases for argument. 

But no action was taken until in response to my further request your 
predecessor and the present Solicitor-General concurred with me in the 
propriety and importance of having the questions in the cases finally 
determined as soon as practicable, and the cases were accordingly made 
special on the necessary showing. They involve questions of supreme 
importance to a large number of claimants, including not a few whose 
cases were reduced to judgment upon stipulations filed between the 
claimants and my predecessor in this office. Indeed, the business may 
well be said to be in a congested condition for the want of the opinion 
of the court of last resort on questions where the litigants and the 
Government are greatly at variance. It is reasonably safe to say that 
if the Supreme Court shall fully sustain the opinions of the Court of 
"Claims on the questions which have been briefed by numerous counsel 
representing theclaimants and by myself representing the United States 
and the tribes, at least 4,000 of the cases, aggregating sums not far 
from $25,000,000, will be subject to defenses pertaining to the juris- 
diction of the court. On the other hand, if the decisions appealed 
from are reversed, then many claims wall be urged for immediate trial 
which, under existing circumstances, have not been presented for hear- 
ing nor put in that condition where I could force a trial for the defend- 
ants. The want of a final determination of questions of such vital 
importance to so many claimants has been the chief cause of the inac- 
tion of many of those representing what we may term war claims, 
although this delay has occasioned complaints not necessary to further 
notice. Those most clamorous for progress, it may not be amiss to say, 
are those claimants who, under the decisions as they have been declared, 
are not entitled to recover at all. 

From the foregoing statement it will be seen that while, as stated in 
the first part of this report, 1 am ready for trial in 300 cases in their 
regular order, yet I am also able to state that the Government can go 
to trial in a large number of other cases where claimants are with- 
holding their briefs and requests for trial for the reasons stated. 

I will not here attempt to enumerate the questions covered by the 
appeals named, but refer to one of the issues involved as underlying 
all other questions. The annuities of the children of the original depre- 
dators are sought to be taken under treaties which I have urged super- 
sede the obligations of the early treaties with respect to s(»me of the 
depredations. The proceedings to charge the annuities are proceedings 
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in rem. The statute provides that tlie Attorney-General of the United 
States shall appear and defend for the tribes as well as for the Govern- 
ment. Inasmuch as the coniiiion law rights of suitors have been denied 
to the Indians, I have raised the (luestion of the insufRciency of the 
statute in directing judgment to be rendered against the tribes without 
notice to them in each case. 

In proceedings in rem jurisdiction acquired by seizure of property 
must, in order to be effectual, be followed by notice in some form to the 
party whose rights are to be affected by judgment. Such notice, either 
personal or constructive, is generally as necessary as personal notice is 
in case of an action against persons. There are conflicts of interests 
not only possible but probable under this law between the tribes and 
the United States, as where the tribe may defend on the lack of proof 
of identity, while the Government's interest is to identify the tribe if 
judgment is likely to be recovered in any event, for then the judgment 
would be paid from tribal funds. In case of such conflict of interest 
between guardian and ward, service on the guardian would certainly 
be insufficient. This is one view. The other view, and that which the 
court below took of the question of jurisdiction for want of notice on 
the tribes, was the anomalous relation of each tribe to the United States 
and the standing of the tribes in courts being purely statutory and within 
the discretion of the United States, and that the Indians are not defend- 
ants in the i^roceedings entitled to notice in the sense of being distinct 
defendants from the Government. 

I recommend an increase of the force of the Department for the 
defense of these claims. When the act of March 3, 1891, was passed, 
it was undoubtedly the intention of Congress to have the claims dis- 
posed of as speedily as practicable.* In the event none of the claims 
on file are adversely affected by the alleged jurisdictional questions of 
amity or citizenship, then the force should be considerably increased if 
the work is to be speedily closed. In any event, there should be art 
appropriation sufficient to provide for the payment of two more assist- 
ants in the office and for the payment of special attorneys to take tes- 
timony in the field. I have no desire to throw obstacles in the way of 
the speedy settlement of just claims and think I should urge the hear- 
ing of claims in which an investigation shall show the defendants 
entitled to have judgment. A due regard for all interests and the 
speedy consideration of the claims leads me to recommend that a defi- 
ciency appropriation be asked for to compensate the proposed increase 
of the force. A liberal appropriation for the defense of the claims will 
be money well expended if the law remains on the statute book. From 
the appropriation of the last fiscal year I think I can show that the use 
of $600 has largely contributed to the defeat of a claim, yet to be tried, 
involving more than $200,000. Some of the large claims need especial 
attention, and the necessity for this si)ecial attention is urgent. The 
means at my command do not enable me to be more vigilant. The 
deficiency for the present fiscal year will probably be $4,000, which I 
recommend you to submit to Congress to be supplied.

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Exhibit 4. — Report of the United States attorney for the Court of 

Private Land Claims. 

Santa Fe, N. Mex., September 13^ 1895. 

Sir: Under the provisions of section 9 of the act creating the Court 
of Private Land Claims, I respectfully submit the following annual 
report covering the last fiscal year, June 30, 1894, to June 30, 1895. 

My last annual report was dated November 3, 1894, and this report 
will include some work included in that; but in order to make it uni- 
form and that you may see the condition of the business for the last 
twelve months, I have attached hereto a tabulated statement showing 
the work covering that period. 

The amount of business transacted during this period is very much 
gTeater than during the same length of time since the establishment 
of the court. The cases that have been tried, taken under advisement, 
and not yet decided are not included in the totals but referred to by 
notes. 

The total area included in them is about 380,000 acres, and I have 
every reason to believe we shall be successful in most of them. At 
least not over 10 to 15 per cent in area should be confirmed. I had 
Loped to dispose of a larger number of cases, but the time taken by the 
case of J. A. Peralta-Reavis and wife v. The United States, No. 110, ren- 
dered this impossible, yet those actually tried represent an immense 
amount of labor in their preparation and a great deal of time in their 
actual trials. It may be said it has been a very busy year, and I hope 
the results may be the apology for any seeming delays. 

In but one or two instances have cases been set for trial and found 
the Government not fully prepared to proceed with the trial according 
to the setting on the docket, and in these we should have gone to trial, 
but counsel for the claimants were not any more disposed to take them 
up than the Government. 

This ofl&ce will be able to have cases ready for trial as rapidly as the 
plaintiffs and the court are disposed to take them up, and will be able 
to try every case now untried within the time limited for the life of the 
court, and even sooner. 

I have made a rule to prepare the cases docketed for each sitting, so 
that whatever delays might occur they should not be occasioned by 
any failure upon the part of this ofiSce to be ready to proceed with the 
trials, and the employes have been impressed with the importance of 
adhering strictly to this determination. 

We are sufficiently familiar with this litigation and the grants undis- 
posed of to feel satisfied that we are comparatively free from the prob- 
ability of any fraudulent grants getting through without the same 
being exposed. 

At the next term of court to be held in Arizona I can see no good 
reason why every case on the docket in that Territory should not be 
disposed of; at least the Government will be ready and will insist upon 
trial of these cases. 

I wish to commend to you all the employes of this office for their 
industry and fidelity in the performance of their duties. Whatever 
measure of success has been reached in this litigation, which is tedious, 
technical, and important, is due principally to the fact that the Depart- 
ment has always upheld and sustained me in every way. 
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The duties of the offico are arduous and the res)K)nsibilitie8^eat, often 
requiring me to assume resiM)nsibilities at <mce and trust to the good 
judgment of the Department for approval. 

The court has always shown me a great deal of consideration, often 
under very trying circumstances, yet I hope 1 have merited it, and their 
confidence and respect as well. 

Thanking you for the confidence and consideration shown ine in the 
past, I hope the results will justify its continuance.

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith seven tabular statements 
exhibiting the amount, character, and results of the litigation under 
my direction for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1896, shown by the 
docket entries of this office. 

The tables embrace, respectively: 

(1) Suits on transcripts of accounts of defaulting public officers, 
excepting those of the Post-Office Department, adjusted by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department. 

(2) Post-office suits, embracing those against officers of the Post- 
Office Department, and cases of fines, penalties, and forfeitures for vio- 
lation of postal laws. 

(3) Suits on custom-house bonds. 

(4) Suits for recovery of fines, penalties, and forfeitures under the 
customs revenue and navigation laws. 

(5) Suits against collectors of customs and other officers or agents 
of the Government, excepting internal-revenue officers, for reftind of 
duties and acts done in the line of their official duty, including appeals 
from the decisions of the Board of General Appraisers. 

(6) Suits in which the United States is a party or is interested, and 
not embraced in the other classes. 

(7) A general summary or abstract of all the other tables. 

An examination of the tables will show that the whole numbet of 
suits commenced within the year was 6,873, of which 23 were of class 
1, for the recovery of $98,686.46 5 726 were of class 2, for the recovery 
of $167,163.20; 34 were of class 3, for the recovery of $7,048.39; 175 
were of class 4, for the recovery of $307,684.25; 339 were of class 5; 
and 5,576 were of class 6, for the recovery of $17,571,664.04. 

Of the whole number of suits brought, 4,530 were decided in favor 
of the United States ; 67 were adversely decided ; 672 were settled and 
dismissed; in one penalties were remitted by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, leaving 1,603 still pending. 

Of those pending at the commencement of the year, 1,418 were 
decided for the United States; 122 were adversely decided; 754 were 
settled and dismissed, and in 3 penalties were remitted by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

The whole number of suits decided or otherwise disposed of during 
the year was 7,567; the whole amount for which judgments were 
obtained, exclusive of decrees in rem, was $821,171.66, and the entire 
amount collected from all sources was $180,717. 

The number of cases in which offers of compromise were pending 
and received during the fiscal year was 159, involving the sum of 
$204,983.15. 

The number of offers accepted was 117, involving the sum of $107,- 
348.74; amount accepted, $42,857.57. 

The number of offers rejected was 33, involving the sum of $28,340.39 ; 
amount rejected, $19,757.13. 

The number of offers pending at the close of the year was 9, involving 
the sum of $69,294.02; amount offered, $7,034.66. 

A statement of real property in charge of this office acquired and 
fiold during the fiscal year is appended.

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There was also surveyed during the fiscal year, pursuant to act of Con- 
gress of March 2, 1S95, ;VJ,000 a(Tes of land in southwestern North 
Carolina, claimed as belonging to the United States, and by law in 
charge of this otlice. 

The number of letters and ccmimunications received by this office 
during the iiscal year was 9,305; the number of letters and communi- 
cations sent out was (),!i27: the number of written opinions rendered on 
questions of law submitted by the Secretary, heads of bureaus of the 
Treasury Department, and United States attorneys w^as 139; the num- 
ber of original ollicial bonds, contracts, leases, and deeds received and 
examined as to their correctness in form and legal sufficiency was 1,122; 
the number of dui)licates, triplicates, and quadruplicates, which required 
the same careful examination as the originals, was 1,868, making a total 
of 2,990 legal instruments examined and returned. 

The foregoing represents only to a limted extent the business of 
thisofhce. The various cases under charge of the office are entered 
into (lockets which are kept for that purpose, and every step in the 
progress of the case from its inception to its close, as well as all the 
data relating thereto, are noted therein. There are frequent consulta- 
tions with the Solicitor and the officials under him by the heads of 
bureaus and chiefsof divisions of the Treasury and of other Departments 
relative to cases pending and verbal opinions given which can not be 
tabulated. 

The business of the office is constantly increasing and must continue 
to do so by reason of increase of population, the development of the 
country, the establishment of courts, and the creation of additional 
judicial districts. 

A few years ago the co])ying of the letters of the office, both of record 
and transmittal, was done by hand. Now there are four typewriting 
machines being operated, two of which are used for copying exclusively 
and two largely on original work. 

In 1887, upon the recommendation of the then Solicitor of the Treas- 
ury, there was abolished a fourth class clerkship in the office. 

In consequence of the increase of business I feel justified in recom- 
mending the restoration of this clerkship, and that Congress be 
requested to increase the force of this office by providing for an addi- 
tional fourth-class clerk. 

I also eainestly recommend that the salary of each of the two fourth- 
class clerks who keep the principal dockets in this office and prepare 
the voluminous correspondence in relation to the suits therein contained^ 
and that the salary of the fourth class clerk who performs the duties 
of a law clerk, and is necessarily a lawyer, be increased from $1,800 to 
82,000 per annum. 

For several years there have been efforts made to obtain an increased 
appropriation for the i)urchase of books for the library of this office, 
but so far these eftorts have been unavailing, and for the want of this 
increase the purchase of State reports and many other needed books 
has been prevented, the want of which materially retards the business 
of the office and is not only embarrassing to the office, but is also a seri- 
ous inconvenience to the officers of the Treasury Department who have 
occasion to consult the library. I would therefore earnestly recommend 
that the appropriation for law books be increased from $300, the annual 
appropriation during the last few years, to at least $500, the amount 
amount formerly appropriated.

Department of Justice, 

Washington, 2>. 0., September 3j 1895. 

Sib : I respectfully submit the following report upon the library of 
the Department of Justice for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1895, in- 
cluding a detailed statement of all books received by purchase, regular 
and special receipt, a tabular statement of the receipt and distribution 
of the United States Statutes, and a statement of the receipt and dis- 
tribution of the publications of this Department. 

The library of the Department of Justice should be the model work- 
ing law library of the United States. Nowhere is a good law library 
more needed. This is clearly apparent to anyone who is conversant 
with the extremely important (and often necessarily hasty) legal work 
done in the chief law office of the nation. 

Nearly every employee of this Department has daily recourse to the 
law on various questions. If not found in the library it has to be 
sought for elsewhere at great inconvenience and delay. Many officials 
of the Executive Departments, the Federal officers of the District of 
Columbia, tbe United States Court of Claims, and even those of the 
United States Supreme Court, use the library frequently. 

The appropriations made for books for the Department library have 
been far inadequate to keep it in good working orderj not enough 
being allowed to purchase the current reports and afford a half dozTen 
legal periodicals. There necessarily results a marked depletion in 
treatises, highly inconvenient gaps in sets of useful reports, and an 
entire lack of some valuable anil popular American and English series. 

The greatest possible economy was used last year, and there exists 
a deficiency of $492.40. 

I respectfully suggest that the appropriation for law books for the 
ensuing fiscal year should be $5,000.

SPECIAL REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 

Department of Justice, 
Washington, i>. C, November 26, 1895. 

Sir : In compliance with your request for a spicial report upon the 
needs of the library of this Department, I have the honor to tsubmit 
the following: 

Prior to 1893, Congress appropriated annually for the purchase of 
books for this library $2,500 a year; $1,500 to be expended for law 
books and $1,000 for session laws and statutes. This amount would 
have been sufficient at that time to supply the needs of a library in first- 
class condition — one which contained all the State, Federal, and English 
reports, with their digests, together with all leading text-books and 
legal periodicals. Such, however, was not the condition of this library; 
and the eflbrt, necessarily, was first to bring it to a good degree of 
efficiency. 

Judicious purchases were made from time to time of reports, Ameri- 
can and English, and of the digests to these reports, this being deemed 
of primary importance. Text-books and legal periodicals were very 
carefully bought, and only such as were imperatively needed. Neces- 
sarily these purchases were few in number, and the line of text-books, 
although good so far as it went, was entirely inadequate to meet the 
needs of the Department. Complaints were constantly made by the 
attorneys of the disadvantage under which they labored in attempting 
to defend the interests of the United States, because of the lack of 
necessary text books, digests, etc. 

Accordingly, an effort was made to have the appropriation for 1893 
increased to at least $3,000. Instead of an increase, but $1,750 was 
appropriated; $1,000 for law books, and $750 for session laws and stat- 
utes; and this has been the yearly approi)riation since that time. The 
result the first year was a deficiency of $855,55, which necessitated £k 
special appropriation ior that amount. The deficiency for last year 
was somewhat less, $492.40, occasioned by the fact that much fewer 
text-books were bought tban heretofore, and I suggest that this amount 
be asked for in the deficiency bill. This year there will also be a defi- 
ciency unless the purchase of text-books and legal magazines is entirely 
suspended, and even then the continuations can not all be kept up. 
An itemized minimum estimate shows that $1,275.80 is necessary each 
year for continuations alone. It is apparent, therefore, that even if 
nothing but the continuations is kept up there will necessarily exist 
under the present appropriation a deficiency of $275.80 each year. 

The greatest need of the library is more text-books. Kext in order 
come digests of reports, additional legal periodicals, and a set each 
of the American Decisions, American Reports, and American State 
Reports, with the necessary digests. 
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The lack in text-books is a general one, and it may be said that in 
this respect, the library is deficient in every branch of the law. If you 
desire, I will make a detailed list of the books which are now needed 
for the library. The preparation of such a list would involve consid- 
erable labor and care, and would occupy me several weeks or a month. 
I suggest that Congress be asked to make a special appropriation of 
$5,000 for the purchase of law books for this Department, so that first 
of all the library may be brought up to a fair degree of efficiency; and 
that in addition thereto the regular annual appropriation be at least 
,000; $2,000 for law books, and $1,000 for session laws and statutes.

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Exhibit L. — Report of the hoard of trustees of the Reform School of the 

District of Columbia, 

Washington, D. C, October 15^ 1895. 

Sir: In accordance with law, I have the honor to submit the report 
of the board of trustees of the Keform School of the District of Colum- 
bia for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1895. 

At the beginning of the last fiscal year, there were in the school 201 
boys; there were received during the year 112, a total of 313 as against 
325 for the previous year. Fifty-three of those received were committed 
by the police court and 16 by the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia; 22 by United States courts outside of the District; and 21 
by the president of the board of trustees. 

There were discharged during the year, 68 by order of the trustees; 
9 by expiration of sentence (United States courts); 6 by order of court 
(change of sentence); 1 by pardon; and 8 escaped and are still absent; 
leaving in the school, June 30, 1895, 221. There were no deaths during 
the year and the general health of the inmates was and is good. 

The accompanying table shows the estimates of appropriations for 
the next fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, which, under the law, have 
been forwarded to the Commissioners of the District of Columbia for 
insertion in the act making appropriations for the District. The amount 
appropriated for salaries for the present fiscal year was $15,902. The 
amount of the present estimate for salaries is $18,102, the difference 
being due to a readjustment of certain of the salaries by the board of 
trustees, submitted to and approved by you, as provided by law, and 
also to the placing on the regular roll of certain employes of the box 
factory whose salaries, aggregating $1,350, were heretofore paid from 
the receipts of the factory. Putting these employes on the roll does 
not, however, increase the exp^enses of the school, as the box factory, 
relieved of the payment of their salaries, will have that amount addi- 
tional to turn into the treasury. The amount estimated as necessary 
for the support of inmates is the same as was appropriated for the 
present fiscal year, and, I may add, the same as has been appropriated 
for a number of years past, although the number of boys has con- 
stantly increased. In 1889, for instance, there were in the school at the 
beginning of the year, 155 boys; 84 were received during the year, mak- 
ing a total population of 239; 54 were discharged during the year, 
leaving 185 remaining June 30, 1889, as compared with 221 remaining in 
the school June 30, 1895. 

The estimate of $2,600 for a new bake oven and suitable building to 
contain it, which has been several times submitted to Congress with 
the approval of the Attorney-General and of the Commissioners of the 
District, is again submitted as necessary. The present oven is worn 
out, needing constant repair, its location in an old frame building mak- 
ing it a source of danger from fire. The erection of a chapel building, 
for which an estimate of $12,000 is submitted, is not urged as a neces- 
sity, but as being advisable. Eeligious services are held at the school 
every Sunday, which of necessity have to be held in the schoolroom of 
the main building, where naturally they do not have the same effect 
upon the boys, because of the latter's familiarity with the surroundings 
through constant week-day association, that they would have if held in 
a building designed for that special use; an additional reason being 
found in the insuflBciency of the schoolroom to accommodate, in addi- 
tion to the boys, the other persons — employes of the school, of course, 
and citizens — who attend, the former regularly, and the latter in fre- 
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quently large numbers. Such a building would undoubtedly be of very 
great service in carrying out the real object of the school. 

That the appropriations have sufficed to meet the expenses of the 
increased population has been due to the improved methods adopted 
by the board in the management of the farm, and general care and 
attention in the purchasing of supi)lies and their use and distribution, 
in which direction the superintendent and his assistants have given 
valuable service. 

The only object the board of trustees has in view is the proper care 
and reformation of the boys committed to the school in its charge, and 
while doing everything it can in the way of legitimate economy, it 
would not hesitate to ask for more money if, in its opinion, the Govern- 
ment's duty to the boys required it. 

The new family building, built and furnished in 1894, was not opened 
for use until the spring of this year. Congress having failed to make 
any appropriation for its necessary teachers and other employes until 
March 4, 1895. It has proved to be thoroughly adapted to the puri)ose 
for which intended. 

The appropriations of $2,000 for new roofs and repairs and of $500 
for painting the new family building, made by the act of March 2, 1895, 
have both been judiciously expended. 

The insufficiency of the water supply at the school, a matter of much 
concern to the board for some time past, has been overcome by the sink- 
ing of a well 259 feet deep, which yields a practically inexhaustible sup- 
ply of water of good quality. A proper pumping engine has been 
erected, and the distributing tanks, at the summit of a tower in the 
rear of the main building, are kept constantly full. These tanks have 
a capacity of 30,000 gallons, and from their elevated situation can, 
through the system of pipes and fire plugs, for which proper hose and 
nozzles are kept in constant readiness, by the force of gravity alone, 
throw efficient streams of water over almost any part of the various 
buildings throughout the grounds. 

A great deal of work in the way of improvements and repairs has 
been done during the year by the boys under the direction of the 
superintendent and his assistants, notably the laying of a water main, 
the extension and improvement of the gas-supply pipes and changes 
in the steam-service pipes for heating the various buildings; repaint- 
ing inside and out where needed, and repairing tin roofing on the older 
buildings. 

There have been built also during the year under the direction of the 
board, one addititional hothouse, a corncrib, a slaughterhouse, and a 
piggery with a present capacity of 150. Proper buildings have also 
been put up for the protection of the fire hose, reels, ladders and other 
equipments, all of which apparatus has been approved by the chief of 
the fire department and is fitted for service with the District system. 

There has been turned into the Treasury to the credit of the United 
States and the District of Columbia jointly, the sum of $3,519.38, derived 
as follows : — From the paper-box factory, $2,600 ; sales from greenhouses, 
$562.80; sales of surplus farm products, $111.56; and from miscella- 
neous sources, $245.02. The report of the treasurer of the school, sub- 
mitted as an exhibit to this report, shows in detail the receipts and 
expenditures during the year. There are also submitted as exhibits 
the report of the superintendent and of the attending physician. 

Under the present laws governing the Reform School, it is provided: 

Sec. 9. That every boy sent to the Reform School shall remain until he is 21 years 
of age, unless sooner discharged or bonnd as an apprentice; but no boy shall be 
retained after the superintendent shall have reported him fully reformed.

Under the present system of instruction and of honor badges and 
promotions adopted by the board, it is possible for a boy, provided he 
be, so far as the superintendent is able to judge, sufficiently reformed 
to come within the meaning of the section quoted, to earn his discharge 
inside of two years. When discharged, the board has no further con- 
trol over him. The board has for years been of the opinion that the 
discharge from the school should be a limited, not an absolute, one; that 
Congress should be asked to provide by legislation for such control by 
the board of trustees of the boys after discharge, as will enable it to 
reclaim and return to the school any boy who, by his bad conduct, shows 
himself amenable to recommitment. This control is given to insti- 
tutions of like character in many of the States and is found to work 
very satisfactorily. As long ago as the first session of the Fiftieth 
Congress in 1888, Congress was asked to legislate in this direction and 
a bill was favorably reported in the House at that session but not 
passed. The board thinks that Congress should, at its next session, be 
asked to pass a bill giving the board authority over the boys after dis- 
charge, and will be glad to have your approval of the matter and some 
mention of it in your annual report to Congress.

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dining rooms. Three meals daily are provided at stated intervals, and 
the quantity of food is never restricted. The cost of this food supply, 
together with other expenditures consequent upon the care, education, 
and possible reformation of these often incorrigible, always unfortunate, 
but all equally dependent wards of the State, must naturally interest 
those who directly or indirectly assist in paying the bills. As a matter 
of record, therefore, it may be stated that the sum of these expendi- 
tures has been nearly 12 per cent below the average for the past num- 
ber of years. This will clearly indicate that, as the aggregate number 
of inmates increases, the cost of maintenance for each may be still 
further reduced. 

A word here with reference to the large and constantly increasing 
number of our ''honor" boys. Some of them unfortunately, as wo 
hear, fail to preserve the good record which secured their honorable 
discharge, and are again mingling with their old associates and in 
company with them " sowing to the wind." From others, however, and 
by many times over the larger number, we still have the most flatter- 
ing information concerning their present condition, and know beyond 
doubt that they have already grown, or are hopefully growing, into a 
useful and reputable manhood. Altogether the outlook has never 
been more encouraging, nor has the school ever been better equipped 
for doing its whole duty, and doing it well. 

Our needs for special appropriations are not many, but urgent in 
their several demands. First, another family building will soon be 
required to accommodate our rapidly increasing population. This will 
necessitate an extension of our boys' dining room, which is at present 
in a crowded condition. Our old bakehouse and oven have been in 
bad repair for years, the latter especially being worn out from long 
usage. We need, and have frequently appealed to Congress for, a 
chapel building suitable for assembling the entire school for stated 
religious services, and for such other purposes as will best serve to 
advance the moral and educational interests of the large number who 
are entitled to such accommodations. 

Much has been done during the year to secure a number of necessary 
permanent improvements and in making repairs to buildings, laying 
sewer pipes, grading and paving grounds, and especially in the con- 
struction of suitable approaches to the new family building. A water- 
main has been laid, gas-supply pipes extended and improved, while 
important changes have been made in the service pipes connecting 
several buildings with the steam-heating plant. Paint has been freely 
used both inside and out wherever required, and not least upon the 
large amount of tin roofing on all of the older buildings. This work 
has been done almost entirely by our own employes, assisted by a 
grade of the older boys, who are thus being instructed in a number of 
the more practical mechanical industries. 

Several new outbuildings have been erected, including an extensive 
piggery, having a capacity for housing, as it does at present, over 100 
high-grade animals. A large greenhouse has also been built, together 
with a corn house, slaughterhouse, and three separate structures for 
the protection of fire hose, reels, ladders, and other modern equipments, 
all approved by the fire marshal and fitted for service, if required, in 
connection with the fire department of the District of Columbia. 

Our water supply, hitherto always limited, has been largely increased 
and is now equal to all demands. This was secured at reasonable 
cost by sinking a well to a depth of 259 feet, exact measure. From this 
well can be pumped in a few hours into our distributing tanks, which 
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have a capacity of 30,000 gallons, more than can be used ordinarily in 
as many days. As far as tested, the supply is inexhaustible. This 
will furnish the means for experiments in the irrigation of our vegetable 
gardens, which, if successful, can be extended to other accessible por- 
tions of the farm. 

The general health of the school has been exceptionally good, consid- 
ering the fact that many of the 112 boys received during the year have 
come to us from very questionable surroundings, and often after an 
unrestrained indulgence in many youthful excesses. No deaths have 
occurred within the past two years, and no disease within the present 
has been prevalent as an epidemic. Dr. Charles A. Wells, the school's 
X)hysician for the past twenty years, has been uniformly constant in 
his care of the sick and ever ready to advise and direct as to the best 
means of securing at all times a thoroughly satisfactory sanitary con- 
dition of the several buildings and adjacent grounds. 

We have been pleased to receive aud welcome at various times during 
the year our full quota of visitors, olhcial aud otherwise, many of whom 
have come to us from far-away homes. We do not, of course, claim to 
possess even a tithe of that mystic influence by which our neighbor, 
the "city beautiful," had doubtless through its world of attractions 
first brought a large proportion of these good people to within easy 
reaching distance of our suburban home. 

Our regular monthly visiting days, arranged especially in the interest 
of the boys and for the convenience of their parents and near relatives, 
always bring to the school on such occasions a large number of people, 
old and young. 

With rare exceptions these stated gatherings have proved both 
pleasant and profitable to parent and child; hence, under reasonable 
restrictions, they are not only permitted, but their regular observance 
uniformly encouraged. 

Religious services, entirely free from sectarian formulas and doctrinal 
teachings, have been held regularly, with few exceptions, every Sunday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, and to which all are cordially invited. A Sunday- 
school session has also been held during the morning hours in each of 
the family schoolrooms, under the immediate supervision of the officer 
in charge, when the '' international lesson papers" furnish a subject for 
an hour of scriptural reading and study. In this connection many 
thanks to ministers of the gospel and others who have so frequently 
favored us by their friendly visitations and timely assistance in the 
conduct of the Sunday afternoon services. 

We have been favored also with many contributions to the boys' 
library, consisting of books, magazines, illustrated weeklies, and other 
miscellaneous publications. Special gifts of a similar kind have been 
made by the American Sunday School Union of Philadelphia, Harper 
& Bros., of New York, and by the Postmaster-General, through the 
officers in charge of the Dead-Letter Office, all thankfully received and 
duly appreciated. 

Our official help was necessarily increased by the opening of another 
family building. Other than in this the changes have been few in 
number. The service rendered is worthy of general commendation. 
In many instances it has been exceptionally good. I am therefore 
greatly indebted to all who have thus faithfully and efficiently labored 
with me to secure the best results in each and every department of the 
school work. 

In closing these pages, gentlemen, permit me to again express to you 
my sincere thanks, personally and officially, for the continued confidence 
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that has enabled me to fairly execute your will and purpose in the 
management of the school. 

Under Divine favor much has been accomplished. Much yet remains 
to be done. May the same guiding Presence be with us always through 
the coming year.

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report of the attendinlf physician. 

Reform School, District of Columbia, 

Washington^ D. C, September 30, 1895. 

Gentlemen: In submittiog tliis, my annual report, I have tbe pleas- 
ure of beiug able to say that aiiother fiscal year has passed Avitbout a 
death in tbe school. 

Wo liJid two cases of diphtheria and three of scarlet fever. These 
were promptly isolated, and every prer^aution taken to prevent other 
inmates from being attacked. During the threatened epidemic of 
smallpox in the District all the boys were vaccinated, and some were 
revaccinated until protection seemed assured. The usual careful atten- 
tion has been given to matters affecting the sanitary condition of tbe 
school. Among these measures, I have always believed thorough ven- 
tilation and cleanliness to be preeminent. By cleanliness 1 mean that 
condition of the buildings and surroundings which will at all times 
bear rigid inspection and assure their being absolutely free from odors 
of every sort, and attractive in their several ways. It has always been 
the endeavor to constantly maintain this condition, in the belief that 
nothing less would be safe for the boys or satisfactory to me. 

Before this report is printed I shall have completed a service of 
twenty years as the attending physician of your institution. When I 
was first called to the school there were 140 boys on its rolls: now it 
has 211. Of this increase in population I do not wish to speak, out I do 
desire to avail myself of this occasion to here note and call to the atten- 
tion of yourselves and the many other friends of the school the progress 
and marked improvement which the school has made in every depart- 
ment during the past decade. 

Take the merely material aspect and let me recall what has been done 
in this direction : 

Two new family buildings have been erected and fully equipped; a 
new barn and new additional outbuildings; new coal vaults; and boiler 
houses, thoroughly equipped for supplying heat in the coldest weather 
throughout the buildings, this very necessary comfort being thus sup- 
plied at a minimum of expense for fuel and labor, and with an entire 
absence of danger to the life of any inmate. 

Then we have recently added tire apparatus and an artesian well, 
with an assured supply of an abundance of pure water. These and the 
improved condition of the farm and all its appointments are patent to 
even the most careless observer. But above all this, as a physician I 
recognize the care and kindly oversight given these boys in health as 
well as in sickness, the laborious and constant attention given to every 
detail, in order that each and every one shall have such care and com- 
fort and such surroundings as will keep them healthful in mind and 
body. These eftbrts being made as they are along the lines of control 
and of influence akin to that of a well-regulated family, in which every 
boy becomes individualized and each treated as a harmonious part of 
the institution, have yielded in these years a fruitful harvest in bettered 
lines and of nobler and better purpose for the future. 

As the physician of your institution in these years having the oppor- 
tunities that only one standing in that relation can secure of obtaining 
the confidence from time to time of many of the boys, I can person- 
ally bear witness to the beneficent effect of the kindly but firm and 
consistent discipline inaugurated during the administration of your 
superintendent, Colonel Shallenberger. He has the intelligent and 
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conscientious support of officers and employees, all of whom seem to 
me to be anxious to emulate the example set them in the efforts of the 
superintendent and Mrs. Shallenberger. 

During the period of my service of now twenty years over 1,700 boys 
have been admitted to the school. And among this number 8 deaths 
have occurred, 2 from scarlet fever, 1 from Bright's disease, 1 from con- 
sumption, 2 from peritonitis, 2 by accident. 

I feel it due to those in charge of the school to thank each and every 
one for unvarying courtesy and attention and quick response to every 
suggestion or direction looking to the benetit of the school made in all 
these years. I can not recall a single instance of inattention or delay; 
I wiwh it were, however, in my power to picture to you the constant 
labors and grave anxieties patiently borne on many occasions of great 
emergencies when precious lives hung, as it were, on a thread, and 
when upon quick and thorough effort depended the protection of the 
institution from epidemics and contagion elsewhere raging. These can 
only be referred to, but it seems my duty to all parties to thus formally 
recall them to your mind.

Exhibit M. — Report of the president of the hoard of trustees of the 

OirW Reform School, District of Columbia. 

Washington, D. C, July 1, 1895. 

Sir: I respectfully submit herewith the third annual report of the 
board of trustees of the Girls' Eeform School of the District of 
Columbia. 

On ^November 6, 1893, the Girls' Keform School was opened. During 
the year ending June 30, 1894, 38 girls were committed to the school, 
of whom 6 were released. During the year ending June 30, 1895, 14 
girls were committed to the school, of whom 13 were released. Since 
the opening of the school, therefore, 52 girls have been received and 
19 have been released. 

Although the building is built only for the accommodation of 29 
girls, we have tried the experiment of placing 5 girls in one of the 
larger rooms and 2 girls in some of the smaller ones, and at times the 
school has had 36 girls. The plan has not worked well, and in future 
it is tbe intention of the trustees to reduce the number to 29 and then 
refuse to take any more girls. 

Until this school was established no effort was made in the District 
of Columbia to reform colored girls. The House of the Good Shepherd 
in Baltimore and later the House of the Good Shepherd and the House 
of Mercy in Washington have for some time been active in their efforts 
to reform white girls. Though the Reform School is not intended alone 
for colored inmates, up to the present time no white girls have been 
received at the institution, and I think it would be very difficult, as the 
school is at present constructed, to receive white girls and mix the two. 
In fact, it is much to be deplored that it is impossible, under existing 
circumstances, to separate the good from the had girls. There are a 
few girls at the institution who have been committed there who are not 
guilty of any crime, and these are compelled to come in daily contact 
with criminals. 
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During the last year the chauge brought about in many of the girls 
is very satisfactory, and with few exceptions they are content to remain 
at the school, do all they can to educate themselves, and they show an 
ambition to learn how to cook, to do laundry work and other household 
duties so that they may earn their own living. 

The work upon the farm, 10 acres of which are now under cultiva- 
tion, has made great progress, and the vegetables and crops raised 
thereon supply the wants of the institution during the summer and 
autumn months. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

New building. — On behalf of the trustees of the school I desire to 
emphasize again the necessity of obtaining from Congress additional 
appropriations in order to increase the efficiency of the school and 
enable the trustees to run the institution upon a more economical basis. 
If Congress will appropriate $50,000, 90 or more cells could be added 
to the school, and if this is done no additional force would be neces- 
sary to run the school, except possibly two teachers. The experience 
of the past year has shown that the present force, though it may seem 
large to care for the present number of inmates, is absolutely essential 
in order to oversee the girls properly in their work and to prevent them 
from escaping from the institution. The present building could be 
much improved upon as a reformatory institution, and if Congress should 
decide to increase the capacity of the school and appropriate the 
above-named sum, I would respectfully suggest that the plans for such 
an addition to the school, when carefully prepared under the direction 
of the board of trustees of the Girls' Reform School, be submitted to 
the Attorney-General of the United States and the Engineer Commis- 
sioner of the District of Columbia for their approval. 

Teacher in cooking, — Under the heading of salaries, Congress is asked 
to appropriate $240 in order to enable the trustees to employ a com- 
petent teacher in cooking who can devote her entire time to instructing 
the girls and enable them to learn to be competent cooks. The mani- 
fold duties of the matron make it almost impossible for her to give as 
much attention to this branch of teaching as is deemed advisable. 

Heating and plumbing, — Last year it was stated that the system of 
heating and plumbing at the school was very unsatisfactory, and Con- 
gress appropriated for the changing of the heating system and i)lumb- 
ing the sum of $2,200. The change will be begun in July. 

Painting, — The gutters, cornices, window frames, and doors of the 
exterior of the building are in need of paint. Owing to the change of 
the heating system, the interior walls, which have never been painted, 
will be much disfigured. Congi^ess is asked to appropriate $1,200 in 
order to enable the trustees to do this painting. 

Storage hon^e. — As stated above, the farm is at present in excellent 
condition. I sincerely trust that Congress will appropriate $2,500 to 
build a storage house. This year some 375 bushels of potatoes will be 
raised upon the land, and I am much afraid that they will have to be 
sold because there is no place where they can be stored during the 
winter. 

Pasture for cattle. — There is no place at the school upon which to 
pasture our cattle and horses, and pasture this year has been hired for 
several of our cows. If Congress will grant for the use of the school 
10 or 15 acres of Government land in that neighborhood it would assist 
us greatly. 
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The office of treasurer.— The law establishing the Girls' Keform School 
of the District of Columbia (Supp. E. S. U. S., vol. 1, p. 596) states that 
all the sections of the act of May 3, 1876, entitled "An act revising and 
amending the various acts establishing and relating to the Eeform 
School of the District of Columbia," are made applicable to the Keform 
School for Girls of the District of Columbia. Under this act the trus- 
tees of the Boys' Eeform School of the District of Columbia have 
always had a treasurer. Up to this time the funds appropriated for 
the Girls' Eeform School of the District of Columbia in the District 
appropriation bill have been disbursed through the Commissioners of 
the District. This has led to more or less trouble and complication, 
and I am quite sure it would be for the welfare of the school if we had 
our own treasurer. For this reason an appropriation of $600 is asked 
to pay the treasurer. There seems to be no doubt that the law entitles 
us to a treasurer and that the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia have no authority to disburse the funds appropriated for the school. 

Heading under which school is placed in District appropriation hill. — In 
the District appropriation bills the Girls' Eeform School of the District 
of Columbia has been placed since the founding of the school under the 
head of "Charities and corrections," while the Boys' Eeform School has 
been placed under tlie head of "Eeformatories and prisons." As the two 
schools are practically upon the same footing, it is desirable that the 
Girls' Eeform School should be placed under the head of "Eeformatories 
and prisons," over which the Department of Justice has control. 

Later I shall submit for your consideration a more detailed report in 
regard to the condition of the school, as well as the report of the acting 
superintendent of the institution. These reports will be printed in 
pamphlet form for the use of the school.

Exhibit N. — Report of the warden of the United States jailin the District 

of Columbia, 

Warden's Office, United States Jail, 

Washington, D. C, November 1, 1895. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith my annual report of this 
jail for the year ending October 31, 1895. 

During the spring several necessary improvements were made, includ- 
ing a bake oven, range, and several minor changes in the kitchen; an 
overhauling of the water closets, with one new closet; repairs to the 
stable and watchman's box, and a concrete covering over the coal bin. 

The building is in need of a new roof, for, although it was repaired a 
year ago and will possibly last through the coming winter, it leaks in 
several places during a heavy rain, and as a whole is in a bad condition. 

No fault can be found with the contractors for supplies. They are all 
giving entire satisfaction. 

The jail is in a good sanitary condition, and I have no suggestions to 
make on that subject. 

We are indebted to the Department of Justice and to the honorable 
judges of the supreme court of the District of Columbia and the United 
States district attorney for their assistance and for their promptness 
in disposing of those cases held for trial. 

I include herewith the report of the jail physician regarding the 
medical conduct of the jail, also tables giving a detailed account of the 
business of tlie jail.

report of physician to jail. 

Physician's Office, United States Jail, 

Washington^ J). C, November Ij 1895. 

Sir : I herewith respectfully submit my report ou the medical con- 
duct of the jail for the year euding October 31, 1895. 

During the year only one death has occurred. This was a suicide, 
and was entirely uuforeseen and unexpected, and under the circum- 
stances could not have been prevented. 

As a whole, the health of the prisoners and officers of the jail has 
been very good. During the months of September and October, on 
account of the close proximity of the jail to the marshes of the Eastern 
Branch of the Potomac, an unusually large number of both prisoners 
and officers were affected with severe attacks of malarial fever. 

The life of one prisoner was seriously imperiled on account of the 
protracted and repeated attacks of malarial fever, inducing repeated 
and dangerous hemorrhages from his nose.

Sir : In relation to the improvements and repairs made at the United 
States court-house, Washington, D. C, for the last fiscal year, I have 
the honor to report: 

The interior of the building has been kept in good condition and sun- 
dry improvements and repairs have been made to same, the principal 
one being fitting up a room in the upper story of the east end of the old 
building for a men's toilet. This was done for the accommodation of 
jurors and the many persons employed in this story upon the request of 
the chief justice. 
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I again recommend that provision be made to paint the outside walls 
of the old building, alvso the walls of the rooms and corridors of the new 
part, and for this purpose and that of casual repairs I respectfully rec- 
ommend that an appropriation of $2,000 be included in the estimates of 
your Department*

After providing in the manner detailed at page 13 of the printed 
plan of reorganization, for other secnrities, by the issne of said 4 per " 
cent gold bonds to the amount of $51,244,720 and new preferred stock 
to tbe amount of $47,135,600, and after reserving, to dispose of equip- 
ment obligations, and for reorganization and corporate uses, of said 4 
per cent bonds to the amount of $13,000,000 and new preferred stock 
to the amount of $7,000,000, the plan states that the balance is "reserved 
for settlement of the debt to the United States and for extraordinary 
requirements," being the sum of $35,755,280 of said 4 jter cent fifty- 
year gold bonds, and liiOjS&ijlOO of new preferred stock. 

EFFORTS TO DISINTEGEATE THE SYSTEM. 

Before the filing of my last report, the Union Pacific, Denver and 
Gulf, Oregon Kailway and Navigation, and Denver, Leadville and 
Gunnison Company's properties liad been withdrawn from the system 
by the appointment of separate receivers for the Union Pacific, Denver 
and Gnlf, and tlie Oregon Railway and Navigation, and the snrrender 
"" the Denver, Leadville and Gunnison Company's property to its first 

trtgagee, the American Loan and Trust Company, of Boston, Mass. 
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During the past year they have continued under the management of 
these receivers and mortgagee without any appreciable progress towards 
reorganization. 

Soon after the adjournment of Congress the holders of junior securi- 
ties interested in the consolidated Oregon Short Line and Utah Northern 
Eailway, embracing also the Utah Southern and Utah Southern Exten- 
sion railways, with the aid of learned and able counsel, engaged in vig- 
orous efforts to procure the appointment of separate receivers for such 
roads without waiting for sales upon decrees of foreclosure. 

It is unnecessary to call your attention to the destructive effects these 
efforts, if successfiil, might have had upon the receipts of the receivers 
of the Union Pacific EaUway, as well as upon the future maintenance of 
the integrity of the system. 

Had they succeeded (or should they be successfully renewed), the very 
great property of the railways above named would be withdrawn from 
the control of the receivers of the Union Pacific Railway, three of 
whom have been Government directors (two still continue in that posi- 
tion), and, as such, interested and especially charged with the duty of 
protecting the interests of the Government, without impairing that of 
other parties. 

These efforts for the appointment of separate receivers were success- 
ful to the extent of the appointment or nomination of a separate 
receiver by the learned circuit judges of the eighth and ninth circuits, 
and of the same receiver with another, by the Territorial district court 
in Utah, but owing to the opposition thereto of the holders of the first 
mortgages upon these properties, and to the conditions imposed for 
their protection by these learned courts, viz: that the junior security 
holders desiring the separate receiverships should pay all the coupons 
in default upon the first mortgages, and continue to pay those thereafter 
maturing, and that upon failure to continue such payments the roads 
should return into the custody of the present receivers, the American 
Loan and Trust Company, of Boston, representative of the junior secur- 
ity holders who had made the attack, declined, for the time at least, to 
proceed with the effort to procure separate receiverships, and the prop- 
erty is now in the same control as at the date of my former report, 
November 1, 1894, 

It is, however, respectfully submitted that the claims of security 
holders can not be deferred much longer; that by foreclosure sales they 
can easily wreck the present system ; that the integrity of the Union 
Pacific Railway depends, in all probability, upon the action of the 
present Congress, and that its several parts can not be kept together 
except by some action in the nature of a reorganization, to which the 
consent of the Government is necessary. 

Believing that until Congress should decide that the component 
parts of this great system of railways must be severed, or should 
acquiesce in the separate foreclosures of liens thereon, your Depart- 
ment ought to resort to every reasonable step to prevent such disinte- 
gration, my learned associates, under my direction, have appeared in 
the various courts as amid curice, and have submitted such consid- 
erations as they felt they had the right to rely on, tending to show the 
injury to the United States, which might be the result of the appoint- 
ment of further separate receivers. Arguments were made accordingly 
by Gen. J. C. Cowin and Mr. Albert H. Tanner at Portland, Greg., and 
at diff'erent bearings, by General Cowin and Mr. Melville C. Brown, at 
St. Paul, and by General Cowin, at Salt Lake City, which doubtless 
contributed to the result noted above. 
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It is fortunate tliat by the labors of tbe gentlemen, cooperating with 
13ie receivers and their coanse), I am able to report that Cougress still 
occapiee the same portion and freedom of action (except as far as dis- 
tnrbed by the lapse of time, tbe increase of discontent on the part of 
jnnior secnrity holders and the proffress of the foreclosnre suits), as the 
last Congiess found itself in at the opening of the short session in 
December, 1894. 

Salts for forecloBiire are pending, as the report of the Government 
directors shows, npon the Cnion Pacific main line between Omaha and 
a point 5 miles west of Ogdeu, and npon the middle division of the 
Kansas Facitic Railway extending from a point 110 miles west of 
KaosaB City to the end of the sabsidized line. 

Mo snit tijr foreclosure for the first mortgage has yet been brought 
upon tbe eastern divifliou of the Kansas Pacific line ft'om Kansas City 
to a point 140 miles west, but I am informed that a bill in chancery for 
that purpose is in coarse of preparation. 

In the bills brought by the American Loan and Trust Company of 
Boston for the foreclosure of the consolidated mortgage of the Oregon 
Short Line and Utah Northern Company, decrees for foreclosure, sub- 
ject to the rights of the lirst-mortgage Iwi id holders, have been rendered 
in Oregon, Wyoming, Montana, and Idaho. Litigation is still pending 
with regard to the entry of the decree in Utah. 

SLiTUEITY OF SUBSIDIES AND CONDITION OF SINKING FUND. 

The first installment of indebtedness to the United States for the 
subsidy bonds matured on the 16th of January, 1805, being a debt &om 
the Central Pacific fiailroad Company to tbe amount of $2,363,000 aud 
interest, less sneU payments as were proper credits to this item on 
account of principal or interest. 

Before the date of the maturity of this debt, January 16, 1895, with 
its very great arrears of interest amounting, according to the terms of 
the original loan, to 180 per cent, less, of course, whatever credits sbould 
be allowed thereon, the question of tbe course to be pursued was pre- 
sented by counsel for the Central Pacific Railroad Company to yoar 
predecessor, Hon. Richard Olney, wbo gave the matter the most matare 
consideration. 

Inasmuch as the same questions will arise upon the maturity of the 
first installment of Union Pacific subsidy, February 1, 1896, in the sum 
of $4,320,000 and like interest, the Attorney-Ceneral did me the honor 
to call me into counsel, and after much conference aud consideration of 
the question, Mr. Olney reported his conclusions to the Secretary of the 
Treasury in two opinions, bearing date respectively January 22, 1895, 
and Mai ch 25, 1895. 

It will be convenient to state here briefly the conclusions reached by 
Attorney -General Olney. They are, first, that in the accounting 
between the Government and the subsidized railroad companies, the 
onelialf of the amount of money earned by services to the Government, 
reserved under tlie fifth section of the act of July 2, 1864, amendatory 
of the sixth section of the act of July 1, 18C2, and under the aecoiA 
section of the act of May 7, 1878, commonly called the" Thurman Act," 
together with the share of net earnings paid to the United States after 
the completion of the roads as required by the sixth section of the act 
of July 1, 180U, ascertained by the method prescribed in the first sec- 
tion of the "Tliurman Act," should be annually credited to the railroad 
companies, ^r«f, in discharge of the interest advanced and paid by the 
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United States during the year upon the subsidy bonds (currency sixes), 
irrespective of the dates at which the items of interest might thereafter 
be severally payable to the United States by the companies, and sec- 
ondly, that the amount of sinking fund, including the other half of the 
sum earned for services, required to be reserved as part of the sinking 
fund by the fourth section of the Thurman Act, should be applied as 
directed in the seventh section of said act, to the residue of the interest 
due by such companies, and to the i)riucipal sums payable by them in 
return of the subsidies, in the order of the maturity of such subsidies, 
at the dates when such subsidies and interest respectively, accrue. 

This principle of adjustment was not acquiesced in by counsel for the 
Central Railway Company, but inasmuch as, according to the Attorney- 
General's method of computation, the sinking fund was sufficient or 
about sufficient in value to discharge the whole of the installment of 
$2,302,000 of subsidy maturing January 16, 1895, together with the 
interest thereon, the question has not yet required further action. 

I'he position taken by the learned counsel for the Central Railroad 
Company was that the items which, in the opinion of Attorney-General 
Olney, are applicable in reimbursement of the interest advanced by the 
United States, should be credited, not upon the whole aniount of inter- 
est advanced by the United States, but to the interest and principal of 
the bonds first maturing, and so on, in the order of maturity of the 
indebtedness until paid. 

The importance of this difference is this, that upon the theory of the 
Attorney-General, the sinking fund and other applicable credits, while 
sufficient to cancel the obligation of the Central Pacific Railroad to pay 
the installment of January 16, 1895, viz : $2,362,000 and interest, would 
not also cancel the further sum to grow due to the Government, on Jan- 
uary 1, 1896, by said company, viz: $1,600,000 and interest, whereas by 
the method of calculation urged by the learned counsel for the Central 
Railroad Company, the sinking fund and other credits would be suffi- 
cient to extinguish both these items, leaving as the earliest installment 
for which provision has not been made by the company, that maturing 
January 1, 1897, in the sum of $2,112,000, this theory having the prac- 
tical effect of decreasing the earlier and increasing the later payments 
to be made by the company, by applying more of the credits to the 
former. 

It will thus be observed that the effect of the position taken by the 
learned counsel for the Central Pacific Railroad Company, would be to 
defer for at least one year the date at which the United States may 
begin proceedings for the foreclosure of its subsidy lien, or for other 
remedies thereon. 

if the legislative or executive departments of the Government should 
determine to begin proceedings for the foreclosure of the Central Pacific 
Railway Company's mortgage, upon the maturity of the second install- 
ment of subsidy, February 1, 1896, it is supposed that this question will 
be presented to the courts with the result that such proceedings may 
possibly be delayed for another year. Believing the Attorney-General's 
opinion to be sound, I do not antici])ate such delay. 

In the case of the Union Pacific Railway Company, the sinking fund 
is believed to be sufficient upon either theory, to meet the first install- 
ment already referred to maturing February 1, 1896, with interest, 
but not the installment of January 1, 1897, amounting to the sum of 
$3,840,000 and interest. 

Another question has arisen during the past year and been disposed 
of by the Attorney-General, with such assistance as I was able to fur- 
nish, by his opinion to the Secretary of the Treasury, dated December 
21, 1894. 
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Tilt! [>ortion of tbe opinion to which it is important to call your atten- 
tion n<iw, id tliu answer given by the Attorney-General to tbe first 
qaeHtiou of tbe Secretary, vizi 

Whethor nnder tbe lunjfiiage oC section 8 of the Thnnnan Act tb« fiiat inortgaga 
boDiIliulilerH huve n H*>n prior to that of Ihe Unite<l States in tbe sinking fnnd. 

Thin fpiestion tbe Attorney-General answered in the negative. i 

It in, 1 nuderstand, contended by counsel for the first-mort^raga 
bondbolderx, that tbe Tbunnan Act establiebes a lien upon the sinking 
fund in their favor. As however it is believed that tbe mortgaged 
proi)erty is aufiiclent to pay the first-mortgage lien, and t;au only fail 
tu iiit^et that amount, if the United States should fail to protect itself 
by biiiding npori tbe property or otherwise, and alJow the property to 
be wt4!rlflml by sale at a price below its value, it is supposed that this 
qiieHlion in now purely academic, and that any contention maile \\ith 
regard t^) it by nrKt-niortgage bondholders can not interfere with the 
rigbtM of the United States. 

II' tbti i»ro[>erty of either of tbe Union Pacific or Central Pacific Kail- 
road mniiianiea, the two roads for which the ThnrmanAct t-e<)uired 
tbe ewfabliitbHient of sinking funds, should prove insufficient to meet 
the lirsl: niurtgagen thereon, a serious question would be presented, 
Biwn wtiich it irt submitted that the United States shonld insist upon 
tbe (yirrt'irtnews of the rnling of Attorney- General Onley, and resiiSt 
every effort to interfere with the application of the sinking fund to its 
own 4'laimff in preference to those of the first ninrtgageK. 

It is believe*! that the seventh section of the Tburman Act perempto- 
rily reqiilrct^ tbe sinking fund to be applied to the claims of the United 
Btoten, and that the provision of the eighth section for the application 
of any part of the sinking fund to any mortgage or lien debts lawftilly 
parairiuunt to the rights of tlie Uiiited States, and for the claims of 
other (^editors, does not refer to the mortgages which were permitted 
by the act of July 2, 1864, to take precedence of the liens of the United 
HtnteH, but only to mortgages and lien debts upon the property in the 
sinking fttnd, to the end, as the act itself says : '■' that all persons hav- 
ing any claim in the sinking fund may be entitled thereto in dne order."

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PROPOSED APPEARANCE OF THE UNITED STATES IN THE PENDING 

FORECLOSURE SUITS. 

At an early date in the history of the litigations, your predecessor, 
Attorney-General Olney, was requested to appear therein, and upon 
his refusal, some difficulty was encountered in maintaining the present 
receivership in some of the suits in which the five receivers had been 
appointed. , 

It seems to be the view of more than one of the learned judges holding 
courts in the circuits through which the Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific 
railways run, that it is the duty of the Department of Justice of the 
Government to enter its appearance, and that witliout such appearance 
its counsel can not be heard to protect its interests. This view was car- 
ried to such an extent that the learned district judge holding the circuit 
court in the district of Kansas, refused to extend the appointment of 
Messrs. Coudert and Doane (who had been appointed, as explained in 
my report of November 1, 1894, in order especially to represent the inter- 
ests of the United States in the Kansas Pacific and Uniou Pacific rail- 
ways) in the causes brought for the foreclosure of the first mortgages 
upon that property, and in Colorado the court refused to take any action, 
but remanded the whole subject to the circuit judge for the eighth cir- 
cuit, who, after hearing argument, and carefully considering the whole 
subject, although of opinion that the United States might and ought to 
enter an appearance in said causes, nevertheless finally extended the 
receivership of the five receivers to the causes, and property embraced 
therein, brought for foreclosure of the first mortgage in Kansas and 
Colorado. 

This view required much examination on the part of your predeces- 
sor, and myself as his assistant, before we could venture to adopt a 
conclusion differing from those expressed by these learned judges, but 
after careful consideration we seemed to be in duty bound not to enter 
such appearance for various reasons. It was believed that there is in 
law no method of enforcing the appearance of the Government. I am 
aware that there are decisions by inferior courts which lend some favor 
to the idea that the Government may be vouched by notice into a law- 
suit, the results of which may affect its interests, and that some prej- 
udice or harm to it may follow if it does not thus appear, and on this 
theory the learned courts in which these suits are pending, have repeat- 
edly notified your predecessor of the pendency of these suits, and of 
action proposed to be taken therein, so that he might, if he should see 
fit, appear and take part therein. But in Garr v. The United States 
(98 U. S., 433) the Supreme Court held that the Government is not 
affiBcted by judicial action in any suit to which it is not a party, and that 
no officer of the Government has a right, without express authority of 
law, to enter its appearance, and thus seems to have disposed of the 
whole subject, so that the right of redemption from the first mortgage, 
which is practically the only right reserved to the Government by the 
concession, made to the companies, in the tenth section of the act of 
July 2, 1864, of power to issue prior mortgages, is and will remain 
unimpaired, notwithstanding any decretal order that may be rendered 
adverse to the rights or claims of the United States, until after its 
voluntary appearance, in any of said foreclosure suits. 

In view of this decision, and because it has been considered by me 
improper to anticipate the action of Congress in the premises, or to 
throw any obstacle in the way of its freedom of action, I have, with the 
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approval of your predecessor, declined to appear in any of these causes, 
and have instructed my learned associates under no circumstances to 
enter such appearance, but to present whatever they might feel called 
upon to do, only in the capacity of friends of the court. 

It was believed by us that, in this way only, could the plenary power 
of Congress over the whole subject be maintained inviolate. 

The protection of the United States, whenever a sale shall be made 
under the first mortgage, will be by bidding upon the property to the 
amount of the first mortgage thereon. After ^cli sale, the United 
States may redeem by a proper suit in equity brought for such purpose, 
in which case the Government as junior mortgagee will be required to 
pay the amount of the first mortgage and the expenses of its foreclos- 
ure, so that in any event the right of the United States may be cor- 
rectly described as a right of redemption only, inasmuch as the right 
to bid, and the right to redeem each consists of the payment of the 
same sum of money to the same creditor at different dates. 

The tenth section of the Thurman Act makes it your duty to enforce 
by proper proceedings all the rights of the United States under said 
act, and under the earlier acts which provided for the organization and 
subsidy of the companies. 

The fourth section of the act of March 3, 1887, commonly known as 
the Pacific Eailroads Commission Act, providing for the investigation of 
the books, accounts, and methods of the subsidized railroad companies, 
provides— 

that whenever in the opinion of the President, it shall be deemed necessary to the 
protection of the interests and the preservation of the security of the United States 
in respect of its lien, mortgage, or other interests in any of the property, 

of the subsidized railroads upon which there may be a lien or mortgage 
paramount to the right, title or interest of the United States, then 
liable to be enforced, 

the Secretary of the Treasury shall, under the direction of the President, redeem or 
otherwise clear off such paramount lien, mortgage or other incumbrance by paying 
the sums lawfuUy due in respect thereof out of the Treasury, and the United States 
shall thereupon become and be subrogated to all rights and securities theretofore 
pertaining to the debt, mortgage, lien or other incumbrance in respect of which 
such payment shall have been made. 

The same section further provides, that — 

it shall be the duty of the Attorney- General, under the direction of the President, to 
take all such steps and proceedings in the courts and otherwise, as shall be needful 
to redeem such lien, mortgajije or other incumbrance, and to protect and defend the 
rights and interests of the United States in respect of the matters^in this section 
mentioned, and to take steps to foreclose any mortgages or liens in the United States 
on any such railroad property. 

It is respectfully submitted that the provisions constitute full legis- 
lative authority, confining the protection of the United States by the 
method of redemption to the discretion of the President, in case he 
shall find it necessary to exercise the same by bidding or redemption, 
for which purpose whatever moneys may be in the Treasury, not other- 
wise appropriated, may be applied by the Secretary of the Treasury 
in making provision for the cost of purchase or redemption deemed 
necessary by the President for the protection of the United States. 

The immediate importance of this provision will be manifest by a 
further consideration of the present condition of the subsidy lien upon 
the eastern portion of what may be called, for convenience the Ka»sa8 
Pacific Eailroad, extending from Kansas City, Mo., to a point 393-l^J 
miles west thereof. 
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KAXSAH PAOIPIC EAILBOAD. 

There will accrae and grow due to the United States on the lat day 
of November, 1895, the first instnllajent of subsidy lien, required to be 
repaid at that date, viz: J640,UU0, with 180 per cent interest thereon, 
lews credits as hereinafter stated. 

On the Ist of January, 18!>(i, there will mature and grow due a iiir- 
ther Hum of *1,44U,000 of this loan, making the total sum of $2,«f«>,000, 
which, plus like iuBerest, will be due by the Union Paeifle Kailway 
Oomjiany ou acconnt of its Kansas Pacilic line on JanuEiry 1, 1896. 

The Tburman Act did not provide for a sinkinsr fund to secure pay- 
ment of this part of the debt. The only credits applicable thereto and 
to the 180 i)er cent interest thereon are those already referred to, pro- 
vided for by tlie act of July 2, 1804, section 5, amending the act of July 1, 
ISCli, section 0. 

TlieSupreme Court of the United States decided in the case of United 
Stdtes V. Kansas Pacific Railtcay Company (99 U. S., 455), that the length 
of that jiart of the Kansas Pacific Kailway in respect of which atone 
the issue of subsidized bonds was authorized by law is 303^ miles. 

The United States lien, therefore, extends only to that portion of the 
line, and, in respect thereof only, can the United States either retain 
compensation foi' Government busiuess or demand payment of net 
earnings. 

A matter of practical importance must be noted upon this branch of 
the subject. 

The eastern terminals of tlie Kansas Pacific Bailway are in the State 
of Missouri, and are of great value. 

As a doubt has been expressed whether they are or are not embraced 
within the lien of the United States for its subsidy loans, I beg leave 
to iiialce the following statement for the purpose of showing the exact 
status of the question: 

The line of the Kansas Pacific Bailway (then known as the Leaven- 
worth, Pawnee and Western Bailroad), is thus defined in the ninth sec- 
tion of the act of July 1, 1862, which authorized this company to con- 
struct a railroad and telegraph line, "from the Missouri Biver at the 
mouth of the Kansas Biver, on the south side thereof, so as to counect 
with the Pacific Railroad of Missouri." 

The exact eastern terminus, therefore, is a point which might vary, 
being fixed first by the line of the Missouri Biver at the month of the 
Kansas Kiver, on the south side thereof, and secondly by a connection 
with the Pacific Bailroad of Missouri. 

If the connection made with the Pacific Bailroad were within the 
State of Missouri, it seems to me it could not be doubted that the lan- 
guage, "Missouri Biver at the mouth of the Kansas Biver, on the south 
Bide thereof," is flexible enough to admit of the prolongation of the 
Subsidized railroad line into the State, provided it were to such connec- 
tion at a point not too remote from the mouth of the Kansas Biver. 

The boundary line of the State of Missouri as fixed in the second section 
ot tlie act of March 6, 1820 (3 U. S. Stat. L., 545), authorizing the Terri- 
tory toform a constitution and be admitted to the Union, is this: After 
tracing along the St. Francois lliver to the parallel of latitude of 36° 
30', the lino continues "thence west along the same to a point where 
the said parallel is intersected by a meridian line passing through the 
mi'ddle of the mouth of the Kansas Biver, where the same empties into 
the Missouri Biver." 
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This description may or may not be identical with that given in the 
ninth section of the act of July 1, 1862, but it is submitted that until 
the matter has received judicial interpretation, it would not be wise to 
abandon the claim of the United States to a lien upon these terminals. 

In the case last cited, United States v. Kansas Pacific Railway Com- 
pany (99 U. S., 455), Judge Bradley assumed that the subsidized part of 
the line begins at the Missouri State line. 

But the question was not involved in the case, nor was any contro- 
versy on this point presented for decision, nor was it in any proper 
sense of the word decided. 

As the western terminus of the subsidized portion of the Kansas 
Pacific Railroad is more than 200 miles east of Denver it follows that, 
if the claim that the eastern terminals are outside the subsidized por- 
tion of the line be sustained, the United States subsidy is only secured 
by a railroad line 393^1 miles long without terminals at either end. 

The Treasury statement of public debt, October 1, 1895, shows that 
the outstanding principal of the subsidy bonds secured by lien upon 
the 393^1 miles of the Kansas Pacific Railroad is $6,303,000, upon which 
the United States has paid interest to the amount of $10,667,493.09. 
Interest accrued and not yet paid upon the same is the sum of $94,545. 

Upon these amounts there has been repaid by the company by 
transportation services $4,417,210.58, making a total present debt, of 
principal $6,303,000, net interest (including the $94,545 not yet paid) 
$6,344,827.51, the grand total principal and net interest, matured and 
nonmatured, charged upon this line, being $12,647,827.61. 

The amount of first-mortgage bonds upon this line is the followiog: 

(1) Upon the Eastern Division (140 miles) principal $2. 240, 000 

(2) Upon the Middle Division (253|| miles) principal 4; 063, 000 

Total 6,303,000 

Of these first-mortgage bonds $1,478,000 were on June 30, 1895, held 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, being embraced in the Union Pacific 
sinking fund. 

EXCEPTION TO THE PRIORITY OF FIRST MORTaAGES. 

I respectfully direct the attention of the Attorney- General to the 
exception contained in the tenth section of the act of July 2, 1864, 
which authorizes the issue of first mortgage bonds prior in lien to that 
of the United States for the subsidy bonds. 

The language of the section is as follows : 

And the lien of the United States bonds shall he subordinate to that of the bonds 
of any or either of said companies, hereby authorized to be issued on their respec- 
tive roads, property and equipments, except as to the provisions of the sixth section of 
the act to which this act is an amendment, relating to the transmission of dispatches and 
the transportation of mafls, troops, munitions of war, supplies and public stores for the 
Government of the United States. 

The language of the *^ provisions of the sixth section'^ is as follows: 

That the grants aforesaid are made upon condition that said company * * * 
shall, at all times, transmit dispatches over said telegraph line and transport mails, 
troops and munitions of war, supplies and public stores upon said railroad for the 
Government whenever required to do so by any department thereof, and that the 
Government shall, at all times, have the preference in the use of the same for all 
the purposes aforesaid (at fair and reasonable rates of compensation, not to exceed' 
amounts paid by private parties for the same kind of service) ; and all compensa- 
tion for services rendered shall be applied to the payment of said bonds and interest 
until the whole amount is fully paid.

It In (Iiffl<mlt to see the net^essity of value of the exception, iin]e«8 it 
embiacu the cotitiuned right to detain and apply the competisatioo 
after forecloHnre of the first mortgages, tor the power to require the 
tlp^vi(^(■ at lair ai)d reasonnble rates of compensation wonld aeem to be 
iiiveBted iu the Government by virtne of the act as well as ander the 
power of eminent domain tinder which it was freely exercised during 
the war, witiiont any necessity for the express exception coutained in 
the act of 1>«4, 

It wonld be a narrow conutmction. that would constme the words of 
the tenth section of the act of Jnly 2, 1864, viz : 

TUe tro 



a» referring to mere transmission and transportation only, withont 
including the compensation which seems naturally to be embraced in 
the letter as well as the spirit of these words. 

A contract for the transmi^t^ion df di^jpatches and transportation of 
propfity would never be construed sn as to exclude the right to 
compensation therefor. 

A contract which provides for transmission and transportation neces- 
sarily implies, as part of the contract obligation, the duty to make a dae 
return by way of compensation. 

It may seem harsh to require the mortgagee or purchaser to render 
service to the Government without compensation, or, in other words, 
for comjtensation, not to itself, but which the Government is anthorized 
to detain and credit to the mortgagor, but it mnst be remembered that 
the necessary force of any exception mast be to diminish the value of 
the jtroperty mortgaged. Moreover, all public grants are to be con- 
strned most strongly in favor of the Government, so that if there be 
any doubt upon this question, this mnst be resolved in favor of the 
United States. 

CENTRAL BRANCH UNION PACIFIC EAILBOAJ). 

On May 2, 1895, the Secretary of the Treasury was officially notified 
by the Treasurer of the United States, that 1,188 bonds of the Ceutral 
Branch Union Pacific Railroad for $1,000 each, with a $30 eooijon 
attached to each bond, duo May 1, 1895, had been, on May 1, presented 
to the Union Trust Company of New York City, and to the American 
Exchange National Bank, and to the receivers of the Union Pacific 
Kailniad for jiayment aiid payment demanded; and that payment had 
been i-efnscd. The assistant treasurer of the United States then caused 
the same to be duly protested for nonpayment and notice of protest 
Kivpii (o the said receivers. 
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The Secretary of the Treasury referred this notification to the Attor- 
ney-General for action, and upon the 8th of May, 1895, the Attorney- 
General referred the communications to me with instructions that " if 
any steps were to be taken on account of the refusal to pay the bonds 
and coupons, please proceed to take them." 

As soon as jiossible after conference with the Attorney-General as to 
the steps proper to be taken in the premises, I notified the trustee of 
the mortgage by which these bonds are secured, Hon. Oliver Ames, 
of Boston, Mass., to proceed to foreclose. 

Governor Ames responded that as soon as his counsel should return 
to Boston, steps would be taken toward the performance of the duty 
of the trustee, of which I should be duly advised. 

Delays ensued, occasioned, as I am informed, by the absence from 
the United States of the trustee's attorney. 

After his return, the matter was taken up, as I am informed, and 
preparations were being made for the commencement of the suit, when 
recently Governor Ames suddenly died. 

The mortgage provides for the appointment of his successor by the 
board of directors of the railroad company, to be confirmed by action 
of the supreme court in the city of New York. 

I am advised that steps are now being taken for appointment of a 
successor in the trust, and that when such appointment has been com- 
pleted, the proper bill will be filed for the foreclosure of the mortgage, 
as requested by me. 

I desire to direct attention to the fact that the Central Branch of 
the Union Pacific Eailroad Company is a small road not physically con- 
nected with the main line of the Union Pacific or with the Kansas 
Pacific; that it had been leased to the Missouri Pacific for its net earn- 
ings, and was in possession of the Missouri Pacific at the time when 
receivers were appointed, that the receivers deemed it unwise to dis- 
turb such possession, and that the same has continued, subordinate of 
course to the general control of the receivers of the Union Pacific 
Railroad. 

The central branch is 100 miles long, and the subsidy lien thereon 
amounts to $1,600,000, with 180 per cent interest thereon, less credits 
shown by the books of the Treasury Department, as stated on page, ante. 

The amount of the first mortgage is $1,600,000, plus $630,000 of 
funded coupon bonds secured by the unpaid coupons cut from the first 
mortgage, of which the Government is the holder of 1,188 bonds. 

The situation is anomalous, especially in view of the small value of 
the property, and the question of the precise remedy best to be sought, 
in view of the power to provide for redemption or sale contained in 
the Pacific Railway Commission Act of March 3, 1887, is respectfully 
submitted to the Judiciary Department for solution. 

The questions are practical, rather than legal, and seem to call for 
consideration by the receivers rather than by me. I shall, however, 
under my instructions, proceed to procure foreclosure, with as much 
diligence as the trustee when appointed may permit. 

PENDING LITIGATIONS. 

These, so far as the main lines of the Union Pacific Railway and the 
Kansas Pacific Railway are concerned, are so fully stated in the report 
of the Government directors for the year ending June 30, 1895, that I 
need not repeat their statement, and will confine myself, therefore, to 
the actions which refer to other branches of the system, and in which,

if the Government liave any direct interest, it is created by the ninth 
section of the Thurman Act, which provides : 

That all sums due to the United States from any of said companies respectively, 
whether payable presently or not, and all sums required to be paid to the United 
States or into the Treasury, or into said sinking fund under this act, or under the 
acts hereinbefore referred to, or otherwise, are hereby declared to be a lien upon all 
the property, estate, rights and franchises of every description granted or conveyed 
by the United States to any of said companies respectively or jointly, and also upon 
all the estate and property, real, personal and mixed, assets and income of the said 
several railroad companies respectively, from whatever source derived, subject to 
any lawfully prior and paramount mortgage, lien or claim thereon. But this section 
shall not be construed to prevent said companies respectively, from using and dis- 
posing of any of their property or assets in the ordinary, proper and lawful course 
of their current business in good faith and for valuable consideration. 

Such interest, if any, is, in the present financial condition of the 
companies, very small, and, under any circumstances, insignificant in 
comparison with the value of the integrity of the system, under which 
the several branches are exceedingly important and productive feeders 
to the traffic of the main line. 

Irrespective of the actions relating to the Union Pacific, Denver and 
Gulf and the Oregon Eailway and Navigation Company, with regard 
to both of which the litigation for the foreclosure of the mortgages 
has not yet terminated and no reorganization has been completed, the 
following suits are pending in the circuit courts of the United States 
hereinafter described : 

(1) United States circuit court, district of Wyomingj John F. Dillon 
and Cyrus K. Lawrence, trustees, against the Oregon Short Line and 
Utah Northern Eailroad Company and others, with ancillary suits in 
Idaho and Oregon. 

These are causes instituted in equity for the foreclosure of the first 
mortgage of the Oregon Short Line Eailway Company of November 
1, 1881. 

(2) Circuit court of the United States, district of Idaho; Joseph 
Eichardson and Oliver Ames, second, trustees, against the Oregon 
Short Line and Utah Northern Eailway Company and others, with 
ancillary suits in Montana and Utah. 

These are causes instituted in equity to foreclose the first mortgage 
of the Utah and Northern Eailway Company of July 1, 1878. 

(3) District court, third judicial district, Utah Territory. James M. 
Ham and Oliver Ames, second, trustees, against the Oregon Short Line 
and Utah Northern Eailway Company and others. 

Suit in equity to foreclose the first mortgage of the Utah Southern 
Eailroad extension of July 1, 1879. 

(4) District court, third judicial district of Utah Territory. James M. 
Ham and Oliver Ames, second, trustees, against the Oregon Short Line 
and Utah Northern Eailway Company and others. 

Foreclosure suit in equity instituted under general mortgage of the 
Utah Southern Eailway Company, July 1, 1879. 

(5) United' States circuit court, district of Oregon. The American 
Loan and Trust Company, trustee, against the Oregon Short Line and 
Utah Northern Eailroad Company and others, with ancillary suits in 
Utah, Montana, Wyoming and Idaho. 

This is a suit in equity for the foreclosure of the consolidated mort- 
gage of the consolidated Oregon Short Line and Utah Southern Eail- 
way Company, and is the cause hereinbefore referred to in which it was 
sought to procure the appointment of separate receivers of the Oregon 
Short Line and Utah Northern and Southern Eailways, and in which 
decrees have been rendered as hereinbefore shown.

General Cowin assisted Mr. Tanner at Portland, Oreg., in resisting 
the application for separate receiver of the Oregon Short Line and Utah 
Northern railways made by the American Loan and Trust Company of 
Boston, before Judge Gilbert. He also went to Salt Lake City and 
assisted in resisting the application for separate receiver of the Utah 
Southern and Utah Southern extension made by the sanie party before 
Judge Merritt, of the Third Territorial district court, at Salt Lake City. 
He also made two trips to St. Paul in the service of the Government, 
and Mr. Brown, of Wyoming, took pait in the argument before Judge 
Sanborn, at St. Paul, on the application made by the American Loan 
and Trust Company for separate receiverships of the Oregon Short 
Line and Utah Northern in the Eighrh circuit, to which the application 
had been remitted by Judge Gilbert trom the Ninth circuit. 

These gentlemen have all been diligent, able, and successful in the 
performance of their duty, and it has been a gratification to have 
enjoyed their cooperation.

Exhibit R. — Report of the special counsel in the matter of the Black 

Bob Band of Shawnee Indians, 

Olathe, Kans., September 24, 1895. 

Deab Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report upon 
the case of the United States v. The Black Bob Band of Shawnee 
Indians et al., No. 6609, and also transmit herewith ray account for 
services rendered as special counsel for the Indians, and moneys 
expended : 

Under the treaty of May 10, 1854, the United States of America 
ceded to the Black Bob Band of Shawnee Indians 34,000 acres of land 
in Johnson County, Kans. 

The Indians occupied the lands until 1870 and 1871', when they 
abandoned them in a body and removed to the Indian Territory, Chero- 
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ket Nation, wliere tliey liave remained ever since, scatteriog oveT~a' 
radius of about 200 miles, many of them having married ioto other 
tribes. 

White settlers took possession of these lands as early as 1866, and 
bewail to improve them, building houses, barns, etc., until now they are 
as well improved as any farm land in JobnsoQ County. 

Id 1884, a decree was rendered in the circuit court of the United 
States sitting at the city of Leavenworth, disposing of a controversy 
between the Iiidiiins, the speculators who had purchased &om the 
Indians, and the settlers to aboat one-half of these lands. 

Congress passed a law, which was approved March 1, 1389 (25 Stat. 
L,, ch. 321), authorizing the United Stateis district attorney for Kansas 
to commence an action in the name of the United States of America 
against the Black Boh Bond of Shawnee Indians, the settlers, and all 
persons claiming any interest in the lands, to qtiiet title, settle dispnted 
qaestioDR of heirsfaip, etc., and the act also authorized the Attorney- 
General of the United States to employ special cooneel to represent the 
Black Bob Band of Shawnee Indiaus. 

On September 5, 1889, 1 received from the Department of Justice the 
following letter :

On the 9tb day of October, 1890, Joseph W. Ady, United States dis- 
trict attorney for Kansas, filed a bill in equity, in the circuit court of 
the United States for the district of Kansas against the Black Bob 
Band of Shawnee Indians, Jim Bob, White Loon, Joseph Bigknife^ 
Andy Baptiste, Daniel Blaesqoiriel, et al., defendants. 

There are 165 Indians specifically named in the bill — moat of them 
by their Indian names — as defendants, and 22o settlers — who reside on 
the land — speculators, mortgagees, and others claiming an interest in 
the land in controversy, who were made parties defendants; the; wx% 
represented by about twenty different attorneys and firms, all of whom 
filed separate answers setting up their adverse interests and asking 
that the land be decreed to them. 

On behalf of the Indians I filed separate answers, cross bills, uid 
replies, setting ap inadequacy of price, to those who claimed to have 
purchase^l from the Indians, fraud and overreaching, and also claimed 
that the fi^eonlators had not piirchas«d from the rightfal heirs, rents 
and profit* from the occupants of the land. 

Aniendeil pleiidings were filtnl frttm time to time by tbe defendants, 
and it se^mM almost imi>ossibIe to get the case at issue. Many of the 
attorneys were not familiar with the e<iaity practice and were from 
country towns, and tbe cotirt w;is very liberal in allowing amended 
pleadings filwi. which req:iired a great deal of labor on my part fiUng 
answers. rf])lie& etc.. and caused me to make many trips to Topeha 
and elsewhere- 
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The papers in the case are measured by the bushel and during the 
hearing a 3-bushel box was well filled. A large amount of evidence 
was taken in this county and in the Indian Territory, Cherokee Nation, 
to sustain the allegations of our answer, and the settlers — defendants — 
took a large amount of evidence as to the value of the lands, improve- 
ments, etc., and Carney and Wagstaff, defendant speculators, took a 
large amount of evidence in the Indian Territory, Cherokee Nation, to 
sustain the good faith of their purchase from the Indians, and to prove 
that they had purchased from the rightful heirs, and also evidence in 
this county, as to the value of improvements, occupancy, etc. I was 
present and examined our witnesses and cross-examined tneirs. 

All of the land described in the bill is within 25 miles of Kansas 
City, Mo., and is worth, in its present condition, $200,000. 

Hon. David Overmyer was made a special master, and began the 
hearing of the evidence on January 29, 1895, and concluded the same 
May 1, 1895. 

He found that there was no fraud in the purchase of the land, that 
the consideration was adequate, that the Indian could not recover for 
rents, and profits of the land, and that the settler could not recover 
for improvements, and with a few exceptions the speculator had pur- 
chased from the rightful heirs. 

The report consists of about 500 folios of type-written manuscript, 
or about 60,000 words, to which is appended the memorandum of pro- 
ceedings above referred to, consisting of about 200 folios or 20,000 words. 

The Kansas City and Southwestern Eailroad Company ran its line 
of road over the reservation, and paid into the county treasury 
$3,658.46 as condemnation money. 

This was claimed by the speculators as belonging to them by right 
of purchase. This position they finally abandoned, aaid claimed the 
right to receive the money under a power of attorney from the Indian. 
These attempts I successfiilly resisted, and the master ordered the 
money paid to the Indiana). I also found on deposit in the First 
National Bank of this city, and at the Sac and Fox Agency $1,050 pur- 
chase money, which was also ordered paid to the Indian. Total, 
$5,158.46, saved for the Indian. At the time W.E. Wagstaff purchased 
his land from the Indian, he deposited in the Wyandotte National 
Bank of Kansas City, Kans., one-half the purchase money. Some time 
after the deposit the bank failed and he claimed the Indians should 
sustain the loss. I objected, and the master sustained me and ordered 
that the balance of the purchase money be paid in fall before his deed 
should be approved. 

On September 3, 1895, Hon. Judge Foster approved the report, with 
a few modifications, and the final decree has been entered.

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Exhibit S. — Report of the special attorney in charge of matters relating 

to the Mission Indians, 

EiVBRSlDB, Cal., November 13y 1695. 

The Honorable Attorney-General, 

Washington, D. C. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit my report of the matters pertaining 
to the Mission Indians of southern California under my charge for the 
year ended June 30, 1895. 

In my last report I referred to a proposition which had been made 
by Bishop Mora, Catholic bishop of Los Angeles, for settlement of the 
disputed claims of Indians on the confirmed and patented Mexican 
grant of Canada de los Pinos in Santa Barbara County. This proposi- 
tion was submitted to the Interior Department, where, so far as I am 
informed, no action has been taken upon it. 

Under date of June 18, 1895, Unformed the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs that all prospect of effecting a satisfactory compromise in the 
dispute with the Palm Yalley Water Company relative to the water 
rights of the Indians of the Agua Caliente Eeservation was at an end. 

In my last report I stated that negotiations were under way with a 
prospect of settlement. I could not obtain from the Palm Valley Water 
Company any offer or agreement that would be for the interests of the 
Indians and I laid before the Commissioner of Indian Affairs such a 
statement of the rights of the United' States and the Indians- in the 
premises, the natural resources, in regard to water, of the reservation 
and the mountains back of it, and the probable result of summary 
action on the part of the United States as to call for instructions from 
tlie Honorable Secretary of the Interior under date of July 8, 1895, 
to the United States Indian agent for Mission Agency to notify the 
Palm Valley Water Company to remove from the reservation within ten 
days, and upon faihire of the company, its employes, or agents to so 
remove, to take immediate steps to forcibly remove them by Indian 
police, and to take possession and control of the property of the com- 
pany lying within the reservation. 

Upon receipt of these instructions through the Indian Office the 
Indian agent applied to me for proper form of notice and such advice 
as I had to give. This notice has not yet been served, although it and 
the instructions have been in the hands of the Indian agent nearly 
four months. 

The action in ejectment brought against Alejandro Barker and 
others — Indians residing on the confirmed and patented grant of Valle 
de San Jose — which was tried in the superior court of San Diego 
County two years ago, has not yet been decided. The evidence and 
briefs are all in and the matter is in the hands of the court. A second 
case is pending for lands in the same locality, comprising about 800 
acres — that of J. Downey Harvey, administrator of the estate of John 
G. Downey, v. Quevas and others. 

I had hoped to arrange to submit this case upon the evidence brought 
out in Downey v. Barker, the facts in both cases being practically the 
same, and Senator S. M. White being leading counsel for plaintiffs in 
both cases. Failing to secure a stipulation to that effect I have 
arranged with Senator White to take the depositions of all Indian 
witnesses at their village on the lands in dispute in the very near 
future. 
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I have been called upon by the Indian Department to look into several 
matters where it was expected breaches of the act against selling liquor 
to Indians would occur, the occasion being the fiestas or religious and 
other holiday gatherings of the Indians, where wine and liquor drinking 
is usually very prevalent. By reason of my comparatively long official 
service in connection with Indian affairs I am well known to the Indians 
and the Mexicans and whites who frequent these gatherings, and it is 
practically impossible for me to see an Indian drinking or a white man 
or Mexican furnishing an Indian liquor. 

I have during the past year given a large amount of time to investi- 
gating the murder of Mrs. Piatt, the Indian school teacher, on the 
Pichanga Reservation near Temecula. This was a most diabolical act, 
the woman evidently having been murdered and then covered by a pile 
of wood on the floor of the building, and the building then fired. 

I assisted United States District Attorney Denis in the prosecution 
of Mateo Pea, charged with being the murderer, and though from long 
acquaintance with Mateo I had always believed him to be thoroughly 
reliable in every way, and although he was acquitted, I believed and 
still believe that he was in position to know and dbes know who the 
guilty parties are. 

There is much at stake in this matter. On neighboring reservations 
are ten or twelve women working for the United States as Indian 
teachers. If this crime is allowed to go unpunished I am fearful that 
it will only prove the forerunner of others. I believe that the offer of a 
suitable reward for evidence that would convict the guilty parties would 
bring to the surface such information as is desired.
